(Wrongly  ascribed  to  Ooid) 

In  1741  a  dispensatory  of  several  London  Hospitals  (St.  Thomas's,  St.  Bartholomew's,  Gray's) 
was  published  which  the  Pharmacist  of  to-day  would  view  with  dismay.  Viper's  flesh  was 
used  in  one  of  the  preparations,  and  wood-lice  in  several.  Dried  horse's  hoofs  was  recom- 
mended for  haemoptysis.  Calomel  was  given  in  10  grain  doses  !  Opium  was  known  as  £x- 
tractum  Thebaicum  and  was  incorporated  in  almost  every  preparation. 

Dispensing  was  no  sinecure,  particularly  when  we  look  at  another  opium  formula — The  Elec- 
tuarum  Hystericum  seu  Ladanum  Facile  (1687).  The  ingredients  were  classified  into  groups  : 
(a)  precious  stones  which  included  emeralds,  sapphires,  pearls,  etc.,  (b)  Roots,  galangal  and 
rhubarb,  (c)  Gums,  opopanax,  acacia,  galbanum,  mastic,  bdellium,  euphorbium,  (d)  Seeds, 
coriander,  fennel,  cardamon,  (e)  Drugs,  opium,  cinnamon,  oil  of  turpentine,  and  (f)  aqua 
imperialis,  which  itself  contained  twenty-six  ingredients.  Until  the  end  of  the  18th  Century, 
when  polypharmacy  was  modified,  vinegar  of  opium  (also  sold  as  a  proprietary  as  the 
celebrated  'Black  Drop  '  or  'Quaker's  Drop  ')  was  still  a  very  complicated  formula  in  which 
the  juice  of  wild  crab-apples  was  used,  and  which  was  fermented  for  several  months  after  the 
addition  of  yeast. 

In  1941  opium  is  still  one  of  the  most  useful  drugs  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Its  usefulness  and 
reliability  are  however  greatly  enhanced  by  administering  it  as  OPOIDINE.

Export  Licence  Changes. — Under  a  Board  of  Trade  Order 
(S.R.  &  O.,  1941,  No.  883)  coming  into  force  on  July  10,  licences 
will  be  required  to  export  to  all  destin.ations  lactic  acid,  its  salts 
and  esters  and  lactide.  The  Order  also  extends  the  existing  pro- 
hibitions in  respect  of  shellac,  seedlac.  sticklac  and  other  varieties 
of  these  lacs,  bentonite  and  casein. 

Key  Industry  Duty. — The  Treasury  have  made  an  Order  under 
Section  lo  (5)  of  the  Finance  Act,  1936,  renewing  until  December  31, 
1941,  the  exemption  from  Key  Industry  Duty  of  all  articles  at 
present  exempt.  Copies  of  the  Order,  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries 
(Exemption)  No.  3  Order,  1941  (S.R.  &  O.  1941,  No.  899),  may  be 
obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office. 

In  the  Courts. — At  Bow,  London,  County  Court,  on  June  23, 
Hemingway  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  manufacturers,  Stratford,  were 
awarded  £5  damages  against  William  R.  Cox,  stoker.  Defendant, 
it  was  stated,  was  employed  in  the  boiler  house  and  had  wilfully 
absented  himself  without  notice,  thereby  causing  plaintiffs  to  suffer 
damage. — At  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Police  Court,  on  June  27,  Medicinal 
Supplies  (Bolton),  Ltd.,  were  fined  for  having  sold  boric  and 
zinc  ointments  stated  to  be  71-6  per  cent,  deficient  in  boric 
acid  and  14-6  per  cent,  deficient  in  zinc  oxide,  respectively. — At 
Stoke-on-Trent,  recently,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hinchco,  M.P.S.,  was  fined  ;^io 
for  failing  to  make  adequate  arrangements  under  the  Fire  Prevention 
(Business  Premises)  Order  in  re.spect  of  his  premises  at  Tunstall, 
and  a  further  £10  for  failing  to  notify  the  authority  within  the 
stipulated  period. 

Purchase  Tax. — Liability  Decisions. — The  following,  among 
the  decisions  regarding  the  liability  of  certain  articles  to  tax, 
are  published  as  supplementary  to  those  already  given  in 
Notice  No.  78  :  Paper  envelopes  are  regarded  as  taxable  stationery 
within  Class  21  except  the  following  special  types  for  use  solely  as 
containers  of  coin  or  of  goods:  (i)  Wages,  seed,  counter  and  other 
packing  envelopes,  if  prominently  printed  on  the  face  and  identifi- 
able as  such,  and  not  suitable  for  use  for  postal  purposes;  (2)  small 
packing  envelopes  not  exceeding  either  4  in.  in  length  or  2J  in.  in 
width ;  (3)  packing  envelopes  made  wholly  of  transparent  paper ; 
(4)  photographic  envelopes  of  light-proof  black  or  red  paper.  Thus 
all  other  paper  envelopes,  wallets,  pockets  and  wrappers  (including 
those  designed  to  be  completed  in  manuscript)  whether  for  postal, 
accountancy  or  other  purposes  are  chargeable  stationery. 

Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. — The  eighty-second  council 
meeting  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  June  10,  when  there  were  present 
Miss  E.  B.  Blundell  (South  London  Hospital  for  Women),  Messrs.  J. 
Carey  (St.  Mary,  Islington),  J.  E.  Day  (Putney),  and  J.  R.  Elliott 
(Mile  End),  Miss  E.  Hodgkinson  (Prince  of  Wales  General),  Messrs. 
F.  W.  J.  Hooper  (Metropolitan),  J.  Moore  (Guys),  W.  E.  Phillipson 
(Crumpsall),  Miss  F.  B.  Prince  (Nottingham  General),  Messrs.  F.  B. 
Royal  (St.  Mary,  Islington),  F.  W.  Sambidge  (Selly  Oak),  C.  H. 
Sykes  (London),  J.  J.  Tinney  (Alderhey  Children's),  W.  C.  Wood 
(St.  Leonards),  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Wood,  secretary  (Royal  Cancer). 
Mr.  Royal  expressed  a  wish  to  resign  the  presidency  and  the  resig- 
nation was  accepted.  That  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Royal  for  his 
services  to  the  Guild,  both  as  secretary  and  president,  for  a  consi- 
derable number  of  years  should  be  placed  on  record  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  Elliott  and  seconded  by  Miss  Blundell.  The  following  officers 
were  elected:  President,  Mr.  John  Moore;  Vice-president,  Mr.  J.  R. 
Elliott;  Treasurer,  Mr.  C.  H.  Sykes;  Editor,  Miss  E.  B.  Blundell. 
Subcommittees  were  appointed  to  investigate  points  rais.ed  at  the 
annual  meeting  held  recently. 


Fertilisers. — The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  states  that  imports 
of  potash  fertilisers  next  season  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same 
as  in  1940-41.  It  is  hoped  to  increase  the  phosphate  fertilisers  made 
from  phosphate  rock.  Basic  slag  production  is  expected  to  be  about 
the  same  as  last  year. 

Inquest. — At  Torbay,  recently,  an  inquiry  was  held  into  the 
circumstances  attending  the  death  of  Henry  Southwood.  Following 
medical  evidence  a  verdict  was  recorded  that  death  was  due  to  an 
overdose  of  phenobarbitone. 

Officers  Re-elected. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Cardigan, 
Carmarthen  and  Pembrokeshire  Chemists  and  Pharmacists' 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  Carmarthen  on 
June  19,  when  Mr.  G.  H.  Lloyd  was  re-elected  Chairman,  Mr.  I. 
Myrddin  Lloyd  Vice-Chairman,  and  Mr.  J.  Gower  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  Several  matters  were  discussed. 

Golf. — The  Manchester  Chemists'  Golfing  Society  held  a  com- 
petition at  Stockport  Golf  Club,  Torkington,  on  June  25,  for  a 
prize  presented  by  Robinson  &  Sons  (Chesterfield),  Ltd.,  Chester- 
field. The  competition  was  a  four-ball  against  bogey.  C.  L. 
Compston  and  A.  B.  Murray,  i  up,  were  the  winners,  with  B. 
Anderson  and  H.  Heavers,  all  square,  second. 

Salford  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee. — The  following  mem- 
bers of  the  Salford  Pharmaceutical  Committee  were  duly  elected 
to  serve  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  outlined  in  a  letter 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  a  meeting  held  on  June  18: 
Aid.  W.  F.  Cuttiford,  J.P. ;  Messrs.  H.  Stout,  R.  O.  Jones,  and  the 
secretary,  Mr.  T.  B.  Chadwick. 

Medical  Statement  on  Fortified  Bread. — The  Medical  Research 
Council  recently  issued  a  statement  giving  the  views  of  its  food 
rationing  (special  diets)  advisory  committee  on  the  likely  effects 
on  invalids  of  bread  fortified  with  calcium.  According  to  this 
statement,  a  diet  which  requires  the  addition  of  a  supplement  of 
calcium  salts  has  been  forced  upon  the  people  of  the  country 
because,  first,  war-time  diet  tends  to  be  deficient  in  available  calcium, 
and  second,  the  high  content  of  cereal  foods  in  the  diet  increases  the 
amount  of  calcium  it  is  necessary  to  ingest.  This  is  partly  because 
most  cereals  are  deficient  in  calcium  but  also  because  the  presence 
of  phytic  acid  in  cereals  often  prevents  the  body  from  making  use 
of  the  calcium  they  contain.  The  committee  expressed  the  opinion 
that  there  is  neither  medical  nor  scientific  evidence  that  the 
consumption  of  bread  made  from  flour  fortified  by  the  addition 
of  appropriate  quantities  of  calcium  salts  is  harmful  to  patients 
suffering  from  any  type  of  disease.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Your  Annual  Special  Issue. — A  Chemist  and  Druggist  Special 
Issue  received  at  this  stage  of  the  war  has  a  value  beyond  that  of 
its  constituent  parts.  True  to  type,  though  necessarily  on  a  reduced 
scale,  your  last  week's  "Special"  is  a  triumph  of  team-work  in 
difficult  conditions,  and  helps  us  to  look  beyond  our  daily  worries 
towards  the  eventual  return  of  normal  life,  when  such  matters  as 
the  expected  boom  in  plastics  (p.  389)  will  become  what  a  section 
of  the  Press  calls  "  front-page  news."  At  the  moment,  as  the  article 
"Chemists  under  the  'Blitz'"  (pp.  370-72)  clearly  shows,  retail 
chemists  in  bombed  areas  are  grappling  magnificently  with  many 
problems,  and  have  earned  the  unqualified  admiration  of  those 
in  localities  hitherto  unaffected.  Here  is  a  "  slice  of  life  "  of  absorbing 
interest.  It  is  obvious  that  in  coastal  areas  with  diminishing  popu- 
lations stocks  tend  to  accumulate  to  an  undesirable  extent ;  and 
it  may  be  that  in  supplying  the  needs  of  colleagues  whose  premises 
have  been  badly  damaged,  retailers  will  experience  a  not  unwelcome 
lightening  of  some  of  their  own  shelves.  The  news  from  West  Ham 
that  "the  full  pane  of  glass  has  given  place  to  the  small  square" 
has  a  literary  undertone.  When  Browning,  in  his  "  Shop, "  mentioned 
"the  single  sheet,"  he  was  suggesting  the  pride  then  felt  in  the 
transition  from  small  panes  in  the  shop  window  to  an  unchecked 
expanse  of  glass  filling  the  whole  available  space.  Now  the  process 
is  perforce  being  reversed. 

Applied  Science. — Avoiding  the  tediousness  of  naming  all  the 
principal  articles  in  last  week's  issue  that  relate  to  recent  applica- 
tions of  scientific  progress,  I  should  like  to  call  attention  to  them 
as  a  whole ;  each  embodies  facts  that  should  be  noted  by  all  who 
are  not  specialists  in  the  subjects  dealt  with.  As  an  instance,  no 
such  lucid  presentation  of  the  comparative  value  of  disinfectants 
as  that  contributed  by  Mr.  N.  F.  Rapps  (p.  385)  has  hitherto  come 
to  my  notice.  Similarly,  Dr.  E.  J.  Parry's  article,  "The  Perfumery 
Industry  and  the  War"  (p.  377),  forms  an  authoritative  survey  of  the 
position  with  regard  to  the  materials  used  in  manufacture,  and 


affords  good  hope  of  a  happy  restoration  in  due  time.  Dr.  Parry's 
remark  that  "no  lavender  water  of  any  good  quality  has  yet  been 
marketed  which  was  not  based  on  natural  essential  oil  of  lavender" 
invites  a  comment  on  existing  formulas  for  this  perfume — more 
often  made  on  the  retailer's  own  premises,  I  suppose,  than  almost 
any  other  article  of  ready  sale.  Modern  experts  have  devised  clever 
formulas  in  order  to  fortify — or  to  modify — the  appeal  of  the  basic 
lavender  with  various  "notes,"  and  the  results  must  be  judged  on 
their  merits.  But  are  not  many  of  the  older  recipes  haphazard 
combinations,  drawn  up  without  much  consideration  of  the  over- 
loading and  probable  clashing  of  odours  ?  One  of  the  best  Victorian 
lavender  waters  that  I  recall  had  no  addition  to  the  dissolved 
essential  oil  of  lavender  except  undiluted  rose  water.  Needless  to 
add,  it  was  made  with  an  English  essential  oil. 

The  Practical  Touch. — Cosmetics  and  plastics  are  among  other 
subjects  helpfully  treated  in  the  same  issue ;  and  I  was  attracted 
by  the  Canadian  view  of  dispensing  costs  set  forth  on  p.  390.  In  a 
sense,  the  Canadian  findings  add  little  to  the  thorough  discussion 
of  dispensing  prices  by  Mr.  John  Netherway  and  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen 
in  your  columns  in  191 9:  everything  written  since  that  date  must 
take  account  of  those  contributions  or  be  mentally  referred  to  them 
by  the  reader.  That  the  Canadian  committee  of  pharmacists  has 
given  independent  thought  to  the  problem  is  evident  from  its  sen- 
sible observation  that  the  goods  used  in  dispensing  "do  not  buy, 
unpack  and  check  themselves,  and  climb  up  on  the  proper  shelf 
under  their  own  power,  but  somebody  has  to  attend  to  all  this." 
A  point  of  this  kind  should  be  emphasised  when  negotiating  for  new 
terms  for  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing.  It  only  remains 
to  add  that  the  historical  side  of  pharmacy,  without  which  no 
C.  &■  D.  Special  Issue  is  complete,  is  represented  this  year  by 
"Bygone  Medical  Advertisements"  (p.  378),  incidentally  a  reminder 
that  evolution  in  medicine,  and  for  that  matter  in  pharmacy  as 
well,  is  a  lengthy  process.  ^rayser 
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PATENTS  AND  TRADE  MARKS  APPEAL 


The  Court  of  Appeal  (Lords  Justice  Scott,  Clauson,  and 
Goddard)  on  July  i  heard  an  appea.  by  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  from 
the  dismissal,  by  a  King's  Bench  Divisional  Court,  of  their  appli- 
cation for  a  writ  to  prohibit  the  Controller  of  Patents  from  exercising 
jurisdiction  and  making  certain  orders  under  a  regulation  framed 
in  accordance  with  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence)  Acts,  1939 
and  1940  (see  C.  &■  D..  May  31,  p.  321.) 

Validity  of  Regulation  Challenged.— :Mr.  W.  P.  Spens,  K.C., 
for  the  appellant  company,  said  the  substance  of  the  regulation 
was  to  give  the  Controller  certain  powers  to  make  orders  in  respect 
of  trade  marks  registered  in  the  name  of  British  subjects  and  neutrals 
notwithstanding  that  they  were  not  registered  in  the  name  of  an 
enemy  or  enemy  subject.  The  effect  was  to  endeavour  to  amend 
the  Patents  and  Designs  (Emergency)  Act,  1939,  by  giving  additional 
power  to  the  Controller,  and  it  was  because  of  that  that  Messrs. 
Bayer  challenged  the  validity  of  the  regulation.  Their  contention 
was  that  on  the  face  of  it  it  enabled  the  Controller  to  make  orders 
in  respect  of  trade  marks  connected  with  patents  which  might  have 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  any  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
Emergency  Defence  Acts,  1939  and  1940.  '  It  was  therefore  far  too 
wide  in  its  scope  and  thus  ultra  vires  and  ought  not  to  be  allowed 
to  stand.  Counsel  said  he  had  to  satisfy  the  Court  that  the  regulation 
was  bad  on  the  face  of  it,  because  it  was  too  wide.  He  submitted 
that  on  the  construction  of  the  Patents  .\ct  and  the  form  of  the  regu- 
lation it  went  beyond  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Act  on  the  regu- 
lation-making authority.  He  did  not  suggest  that  it  was  not  possible 
to  make  a  regulation  relating  to  trade  marks  which  were  impeding 
the  prosecution  of  the  war,  but  the  actual  wording  of  the  regulation 
which  was  challenged  was  so  wide  that  it  was  giving  a  power  which 
went  far  beyond  anything  connected  with  the  prosecution  of  the 
war,  and  it  could  not  be  justified  as  a  reasonable  exercise  of  the 
powers  conferred. 

The  Bayer  company,  said  Mr.  Spens,  was  a  British  company 
registered  under  the  Companies  Acts.  At  the  outbreak  of  war  it 
had  a  large  number  of  patents  registered  in  the  name  of  a  German 
company,  the  LG.  Co.,  and  on  the  outbreak  of  war  Chancery  pro- 
ceedings were  begun  and  a  declaration  was  obtained  that  the 
LG.  Co.  had  been  trustees  of  the  patents  for  the  Bayer  Co., 
and  a  vesting  order  was  made.  Meantime  applications  had  been 
made  to  the  Controller  for  licences  for  companies  to  enable  them  to 
exploit  the  patents.  These  applications  were  granted.  The  Bayer 
Co.  did  not  mind  very  much,  because  they  had  registered  British 
trade  marks  in  respect  of  the  patents,  and  their  goodwill  was  pro- 
tected. But  when  in  July  1940  the  defence  regulation  was  made, 
it  became  possible  at  once  for  the  persons  who  had  been  licensed 
to  exploit  the  patents  to  go  to  the  Controller  and  ask  for  an  order 
to  enable  them  to  exploit  the  articles  notwithstanding  the  trade 
marks.  The  result  would  be  to  get  round  the  whole  object  of  the 
trade  marks. 

The  Bayer  Co.  had  a  capital  of  ;^8o,ooo,  of  which  half  was  vested 
in  an  American  company  called  Sterling  Products,  Inc.  It  was  the 
American  shareholders  who,  seeing  their  patents  and  trade  marks 
being  put  at  the  disposal  of  their  trade  rivals  here,  were  determined, 
if  they  could,  to  prevent  the  whole  goodwill,  built  up  partly  with 
their  money,  from  being  ruined  by  the  measures  which  had  been 
taken  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

The  Test  of  the  Regulation. — The  Sohcitor-General  (Sir  \Vm. 
Jowitt,  K.C.),  on  behalf  of  the  Controller,  pointed  out  that  the 
regulation  only  applied  where  a  licence  had  been  or  would  be  granted 
to  someone  to  use  an  enemy  patent.  If  that  had  been  done  it  might 
appear  to  the  Controller  that  difficulties  would  arise  in  the  com- 
mercial exploitation  of  the  patent  without  the  use  of  the  trade  mark 
registered  in  respect  of  the  patented  article.  In  those  circumstances 
he  might  grant  a  very  limited  use  of  the  trade  mark.  Might  it  not 
appear  to  His  Majesty  in  Council  that  it  was  expedient  for  the 
efficierit  prosecution  of  the  war  that  where  licences  had  been  granted 
to  British  subjects  to  work  German  patents,  full  commercial  use 
of  the  patented  article  .should  be  made  possible,  so  that  they  could 
make  as  much  money  as  possible.  The  test,  said  the  Solicitor- 
General,  was  no  longer  whether  a  particular  regulation  was  or  was 
not  necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war.  The  test 
was,  could  the  Court  say  that  it  did  not  appear  to  His  Majesty  in 
Council  to  be  necessary  ? 

Judgment. — Lord  Justice  Scott  said  the  question  was 
whether  the  Emergency  Powers  Defence  Act,  1939,  did  or  did  not 
confer  on  the  regulation-making  authority  power  to  make  the 
Regulation  60  (E)  which  had  been  challenged  in  this  case. 

Section  i  of  the  Act  provided  that  "His  Majesty  may  by  Order 
in  Council  make  such  regulations  as  appear  to  him  to  be  necessary 


or  expedient  to  secure  public  safety,  the  defence  of  the  realm, 
maintenance  of  public  order,  and  the  efficient  prosecution  of  any 
war  in  which  His  Majesty  may  be  engaged,  and  maintaining  supplies 
and  services  essential  for  the  life  of  the  community." 

Subsection  2  of  the  Act  provided  that  defence  regulations  might 
be  made,  so  far  as  His  Majesty  considered  expedient,  to  amend  or 
suspend  the  operation  of  any  enactment. 

Lender  these  provisions  it  was  contended  on  behalf  of  the  Bayer 
Co.  that  his  Majesty  was  not  enabled  to  make  the  Regulation  60  (E). 
Mr.  Spens  had  contended  that  the  regulation,  so  far  as  it  enabled  the 
Controller  to  authorise  one  British  subject  to  use  the  trade  mark  of 
another  British  subject  or  to  take  advantage  of  the  existence  of  the 
trade  mark  which,  but  for  the  order,  might  expose  him  to  legal 
liabilities,  was  a  right  wholly  outside  the  power  conferred  by  Section 
I  of  the  Defence  Act,  1939. 

His  Lordship  thought  that  Mr.  Spens'  contention  was  an  unduly 
limited  and  erroneous  interpretation  of  Subsection  i. 

The  effect  of  the  words  "as  appear  to  his  Majesty  to  be  necessary 
or  expedient"  was,  in  his  Lordship's  opinion,  to  make  the  King  in 
Council  the  authority  for  the  delegated  legislation  to  whom  Par- 
liament had  entrusted  the  discretion  of  deciding  what  regulations 
were  necessary  for  the  purposes  named  in  the  subsection. 

It  was  not  open  to  his  Majesty's  courts  to  investigate  the  question 
of  whether  it  was  necessary  or  expedient  to  make  the  regulations 
which  were  made. 

The  principle  on  which  delegated  legislation  must  rest  in  our 
constitution  was  that  the  discretion  which  was  left  in  plain  language 
by  Parliament  was  a  discretion  which  was  to  be  final,  and  not  subject 
to  control  subsequently  by  the  courts,  and  the  subsection  clearly 
conferred  on  his  Majesty  in  Council  that  ultimate  discretion  to 
which  his  Lordship  had  referred. 

It  was  obvious  that  that  discretion  must  be  a  very  wide  one. 
The  history  of  the  war  had  shown  all  kinds  of  ways  in  which  the 
maintenance  of  supplies  and  services  were  essential  to  the  life  of  the 
community,  and  he  could  imagine  no  instance  where  that  was  more 
obviously  the  case  than  that  of  the  supply  of  the  enormous  variety 
of  modern  medicaments  which  were  necessary  for  the  medical  pro- 
fession and  maintenance  of  all  our  medical  services  in  the  country. 

The  appeal  would  be  dismissed  with  costs.  Lords  Justices  Clauson 
and  Goddard  agreed. 

Leave  to  appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords  was  refused.

Iraq  Soap  Imports. — Imports  of  soap  into  Iraq  during  the  first  ten 
months  of  1940  were  valued  at  82,121  dinars,  compared  with  55,155  dinars 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 

U.S.A.  Creosote  Oil  Imports. — Imports  of  creosote  oil  into  the  United 
States  during  1940  amounted  to  39,009,788  lb.,  valued  at  $3,889,528, 
compared  with  51,876,602  lb.,  valued  at  $5,769,324,  during  1939. 

U.S.A.  Toilet  Preparations  Exports. — Toilet  preparations  to  the  value 
of  $5,786,874  were  exported  from  the  United  States  during  the  year  ended 
December  1940. 

U.S.A.  Medicinal  Products  Exports. — In  December  1940,  exports  of 
medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  products  from  the  United  States  were 
valued  at  $2,562,066.  For  the  twelve  months  ended  December  1940,  the 
value  of  such  exports  was  $29,269,176.

APPRENTICESHIP  IN  EIRE 

The  Eire  Minister  for  Justice  has  signified  his  approval  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  of  a  series  of  new  regula- 
tions governing  apprenticeships  to  which  the  attention  of  pharma- 
cevitical  chemists  and  apprentices  are  particularly  directed.  Under 
these  regulations  apprentices,  it  is  pointed  out,  must  be  registered 
with  the  Society,  apart  altogether  from  Preliminary  registration. 
Any  apprentice  who  does  not  so  register  will  not  have  his  tiine 
recognised.  The  regulations  approved  are  as  follows: — 

Add  to  regulation  III  Licence  examination  regulations  (pages  71-73 
of  Book  of  Acts  and  Regulations) : 

On  and  after  July  i,  1941,  every  person,  in  service,  or  commencing 
service  as  an  apprentice  or  assistant,  as  required  by  this  regulation,  shall 
within  sixty  days  of  aforesaid  date,  or  within  sixty  days  of  the  commence- 
ment of  such  service,  send  the  following  particulars  in  writing  by  registered 
post  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin :  (a)  Signature  of  apprentice  or  assistant,  (b)  permanent  or 
home  address  of  same,  (c)  name  and  address  of  employer,  (d)  date  of 
commencement  of  service  with  same.  In  the  event  of  a  change  of  employ- 
ment during  the  required  period  of  service,  the  apprentice  or  assistant 
concerned  shall,  within  fourteen  days  of  such  change,  send  by  registered 
post,  in  writing,  the  following  particulars  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin :  (a)  Signature  of  appren- 
tice or  assistant,  (6)  permanent  or  home  address  of  same,  (c)  name  and 
address  of  last  employer,  (d)  date  of  leaving  his  employment,  (c)  name  and 
address  of  present  employer,  ( /)  date  of  commencement  of  present 
employment. 

The  following  regulation  (No.  XII)  is  to  be  inserted  after  Regulation  XI, 
Registered  Druggist  examination  regulations  (page  85  of  Book  of  Acts 
and  Regulations):  On  and  after  July  i,  194.1,  every  person  in  service,  or 
commencing  service  as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Sections  8  or  10  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  Amend- 
ment Act,  1890,  shall  within  sixty  days  of  aforesaid  date  or  within  sixty 


days  of  the  commencement  of  such  service,  send  by  registered  post  in 
writing,  the  following  particulars  to  the  Registrar,  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin:  {a)  Signature  of  apprentice 
or  assistant,  (b)  permanent  or  home  address  of  same,  (c)  name  and  address 
of  employer,  (d)  date  of  commencement  of  employment.  In  the  event 
of  a  change  of  employment  during  the  required  period  of  service,  the 
apprentice  or  assistant  concerned  shall,  within  fourteen  days  of  such 
change,  send  by  registered  post,  in  writing,  the  following  particulars  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin : 
(a)  Signature  of  apprentice  or  assistant,  (b)  permanent  or  home  address 
of  same,  (c)  name  and  address  of  last  employer,  {d)  date  of  leaving  his 
employment,  (e)  name  and  address  of  present  employer,  (/)  date  of  com- 
mencement of  present  employment. 

Regulation  No.  XVII,  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination  regulations 
(page  79  of  Book  of  Acts  and  Regulations),  is  to  be  amended  as  follows: 
Insert  after  paragraph  one,  "The  course  in  Pharmacy  must  be  taken  sub- 
sequently to  the  completion  of  the  required  courses  in  Chemistry." 

The  Licence  examination  regulations  are  to  be  amended  as  follows : 
Insert  the  following  paragraph  XVIIa  (page  80  of  Book  of  Acts,  etc.) : 
"No  certificate  of  having  attended  after  July  i,  1941,  a  course  either  under 
Section  IV  (page  73) ;  Section  XV  (page  77) ;  Section  XVI  (page  78) ;  or 
"Section  XVII  (page  79);  of  the  Licence  examination  regulations  will  be 
recognised,  unless  in  addition  to  showing  the  required  attendances,  it  also 
shows  that  the  student  has  obtained  at  least  one-third  of  the  obtainable 
marks,  at  the  class  examinations,  held  at  the  conclusion  of  the  term. 

Regulation  XVI  (page  78  of  the  Book  of  Acts  and  Regulations)  is  to  be 
amended  by  omitting  the  following  paragraph:  "The  Theoretical  course 
required  by  this  regulation  shall  be  completed  prior  to  entering  on  the 
course  of  practical  chemistry  required  by  Pharmaceutical  Licence  Regula- 
tion IV  [vide  pages  103-4)." 

EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 

Pharmacist  and  Perpetual  Deacon. — Mr.  A.  L.  Geen,  whose 
death  at  Belleville,  Ontario,  Canada,  at  the  age  of  ninety-one 
occurred  recently,  had  been  made  a  perpetual  Deacon  in  1885  for 
his  work  in  the  church.  He  conducted  his  own  pharmacy  from  1871 
until  his  retirement  a  few  years  ago. 

Shanghai  Firm's  Centenary. — Founded  at  Hong  Kong  as  a 
dispensary  for  the  Services,  the  business  of  A.  S.  Watson  &  Co., 
Shanghai,  this  year  celebrates  its  centenary.  Within  a  few  months 
of  the  occupation  of  the  island  by  the  British,  "The  Hong  Kong 
Dispensary"  was  established  at  Possession  Point  by  Surgeon  F.  H. 
Young,  R.N.,  as  a  dispensary  for  the  Services.  Permanent  quarters 
were  established  in  Queens  Road  in  184 1,  and  the  business  was  taken

over  by  Dr.  K.  S.  Watson,  to  whom  the  company  owes  its  name. 
Later  the  firm  was  formed  into  a  public  limited  company,  with 
branches  in  Shanghai,  Tientsin,  Hankow,  Canton,  Amoy,  Foochow, 
Kowloon  and  Manila.  These,  except  for  the  one  at  Canton,  were 
disposed  of  to  agencies  or  companies  carrying  on  the  same  name. 
The  Shanghai  branch  was  transferred  in  1918  and  later  formed  into 
a  private  limited  company  with  Mr.  Donald  Mennie,  M.P.S.,  as 
managing  director  and  Messrs.  L.  R.  Andrews,  J.  S.  Chisholm, 
M.P.S.,  and  J.  S.  Hay  as  co-directors.  The  only  all-British  firm  of 
dispensing  chemists  in  Shanghai,  Messrs.  Watson  conduct  a  dis- 
pensing, wholesale,  retail  and  manufacturing  business.  They  employ 
a  staff  of  over  sixty  persons  and  operate  three  modern  pharmacies 
situated  in  convenient  shopping  centres.  The  managing  director  is 
Mr.  Mennie.  Mr.  J.  S.  Chisholm  (manager  of  the  Bubbling  Well 
Branch)  has  been  with  Messrs.  Watson  for  some  thirty-three  years. 
Mr.  J.  S.  Hay-,  resident  in  Shanghai  since  1907,  is  in  charge  of  the 
firm's  supplies.  A  note  on  the  business  was  included  in  an  article 
on  "British  Pharmacists  Overseas"  in  the  Annual  Special  Issue  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  June  26,  1937. 
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N.P.U.  EXECUTIVE  MEETING 

Emergency  meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held  at  4/3  Queen  Square, 
London,  W.C.i,  on  June  17,  Mr.  A.  Dobson  in  the  chair.  The  chairman 
presented  the  ex-chairman's  badge  to  Mr.  J.  Hearle,  and  expressed  the 
Executive's  appreciation  of  his  services  during  a  difficult  year.  Mr.  Hearle 
suitably  responded. 

Memorandum  on  Medicine  Stamp  Duty. — The  principal  business  of 
the  meeting  was  to  receive  a  memorandum  by  the  secretary  on  the  repeal 
of  the  medicine  stamp  duty.  Draft  clauses,  apparently  extracted  from 
the  proposed  new  Bill,  had  been  submitted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
June  7,  the  first  dealing  with  the  disclosure  of  formulas,  the  second  with 
control  of  the  sale  of  medicines  recommended  for  human  ailments,  and  the 
third  being  an  interpretation  clause.  The  Executive  considered  that 
introduction  of  the  clause  requiring  compulsory  disclosure  of  formulas 
affected  the  understanding  that  had  been  arrived  at  between  members  of 
the  Proprietary  Association  and  other  organisations,  and  it  was  resolved 
that  Messrs.  Hearle,  Melhuish  and  Tristram,  with  the  secretary,  should 
be  appointed  to  meet  representatives  of  other  interested  bodies  at  a 
Conference  to  be  called  by  the  Union  to  reconsider  the  whole  position. 
The  N.P.U.  representatives  were  empowered  to  act  with  the  full  authority 
of  the  Executive. 

Secretary's  Report. — The  secretary  reported  that  he  had  written  a 
letter  of  protest  to  the  Home  Office  concerning  the  proposed  new  Order 
requiring  traders  not  to  use  top  floors  of  business  premises  as  stock  rooms. 

N.H.I.  Matters. — A  resolution  was  received  from  the  Weston-super- 
Mare  Association  of  Pharmacists  supporting  the  application  for  increased 
fees  for  N.H.I,  dispensing. 

Chemists'  Friends  Council. — A  meeting  of  the  C.F.  Council  was  held 
on  June  17,  Mr.  I.  V.  L.  Fergusson  in  the  chair.  An  application  received 
from  a  manufacturer  for  addition  of  a  product  to  the  schedule  of  his 
agreement  was  deferred  to  enable  a  definite  scale  of  terms  to  both  whole- 
salers and  retailers  to  be  submitted.  A  member  of  the  Council  suggested 
that  the  manufacturers'  agreement  should  include  a  clause  dealing  with 
new  products ;  the  suggestion  was  deferred  for  consideration  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council.  The  addition  of  Medicrepe  self-adhesive  bandage 
to  the  schedule  of  the  agreement  of  Stanning  Proprietaries,  Ltd.,  was 
approved.  Applications  were  received  from  three  manufacturers  for 
approval  of  changes  in  retail  prices  and  trade  terms.  One  was  accepted 
and  the  otfier  two  were  referred  back  pending  more  definite  information. 
Two  firms  applied  for  addition  of  their  names  to  the  list  of  approved 
wholesale  distributors  of  C.F.  goods ;  neither  was  accepted.  One  whole- 
saler's name  was  deleted  from  the  approved  list. 

ANNUAL  MEETING  IN  EDINBURGH 

The  annual  meeting  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  resident 
in  Scotland  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  June  25,  Mr.  W.  F. 
Hay  in  the  chair. 

Chairman's  Statement. — The  chairman  said  he  took  it  that  they  would 
accept  the  annual  report  as  read.  He  regretted  that  the  two  subjects  they 
were  involved  in  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  viz.  Sections  8,  9  and 
10  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  medicine-stamp  duty 
repeal,  were  stiU  unsolved.  It  appeared  that  they  were  about  to  be  put 
forward  in  a  common  Bill.  Was  it  the  problematic  benefits  of  the  medicine- 
stamp  repeal  that  were  to  make  the  Sections  8,  9  and  10  amendment  less 
nauseous?  The  Executive  would  continue  a  watching  brief  on  the 
Bill.  Claims  for  deferment  of  call-up  would  be  dealt  with  by  the  Scottish 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee  who  would  receive  the  report  of 
the  local  war  committees  on  all  cases  belonging  to  their  area.  This  was  a 
slight  modification  of  the  English  scheme  which  dealt  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees.  It  had  been  arranged  that  the  Scottish  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee  would  have  the  assistance  of  the  pharmacy 
inspectors  for  Scotland  in  considering  claims.  Only  pharmaceutical  claims 
would  be  dealt  with ;  personal  hardship  claims  were  handled  by  the 
Ministry  of  Labour.  The  Society's  membership  in  Scotland  had  continued 
to  increase  and  this  year  they  had  struck  a  new  record  with  3,026  members, 
an  increase  of  88  during  the  year.  It  was  with  regret  that  they  noted  the 
passing  of  two  eminent  pharmacists,  Messrs.  D.  B.  Dott  and  J.  P.  Gilmour, 
Branch  finances  were  in  a  healthy  condition.  Expenditure  for  1940  was 
£5,762  against  £5,539  in  1939.  Examination  expenses  were  £3,354  against 
£3,131  in  1939.  The  increase  in  examination  expenses  was  largely  due  to 
the  1939  October  practical  examination  not  being  held. 

The  chairman  explained  that  as  the  Council  had  not  held  an  election, 
neither  had  the  Executive.  It  was  agreed  that  the  meeting  should 
endorse  the  Executive's  decision  to  send  a  letter  of  congratulation  to  the 
president  on  the  honour  which  had  been  conferred  upon  him.  It  was  also 
agreed  that  the  meeting  should  associate  itself  with  a  letter  of  sympathy 
sent  by  the  Executive  to  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  who  was  seriously  ill. 

Discussion. — Mr.  McEwan,  Edinburgh,  who  raised  a  question  as  to 
N.H.I,  prescriptions  and  the  single  form,  was  informed  that,  owing  to  the 
paper  shortage,  abolition  of  the  triplicate  prescription  form  had  been 
arranged  some  time  ago.  The  resident  secretary  said  he  was  having  many 
such  inquiries  from  chemists. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Guthrie,  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  to  the  chairman  for  his  services  during  the  year. 

Meeting  of  Executive. — A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Branch 
was  held  on  June  25,  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay  in  the  chair.  The  resident  secretary 
reported  that  the  examiners  had  been  instructed  not  to  set,  before  the 
examination  in  June  and  July,  1942,  questions  upon  any  matter  included 
in  the  new  syllabus  and  not  also  in  the  old.  It  was  reported  that,  up  to 
May  8,  contributions  from  Scotland  to  the  Society's  War  Aid  Fund 
amounted  to  £1,045.  'l"he  chairman  said  he  was  sure  it' would  be  the  desire 


of  the  Executive  to  join  in  expressing  their  good  wishes  to  the  president 
for  the  honour  that  had  been  conferred  upon  him.  It  was  agreed  to  send 
a  letter  of  congratulation.  The  chairman  made  general  observations  on 
medicine-stamp  duties  and  on  Sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  but  as  the  Bill  had  not  yet  been  published  no 
useful  discussion  could  take  place. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Pharmacy  Act  Amendment. — A  Bill  to  amend  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933;  to  prohibit  certain  advertisements  relating  to  medical 
matters;  and  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  medicines,  was  presented  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  June  26  by  Mr.  Ernest  Brown  (Minister  of 
Health),  and  ordered  to  be  printed.  See  also  p.  7. 

Concentration  of  Industry.— Mr.  Mander  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  on  June  18  what  was  the  present  position  with  regard  to 
preparation  of  voluntary  schemes  for  concentration  of  industry;  to  what 
extent  action  had  been  taken,  or  was  contemplated,  on  a  compulsory 
basis;  and  whether  it  was  desired  that  firms  should  submit  their  own 
voluntary  schemes.  Captain  Waterhouse  stated  that,  if  a  firm  in  any 
industry  liked  to  make  arrangements,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
would  welcome  them,  but  they  could  not  go  beyond  that. 

Medicinal  Herbs. — Mr.  Parker  asked  the  Member  for  Rye,  as  repre- 
senting the  Forestry  Commissioners,  whether,  when  a  warning  was  given 
to  the  Forestry  Commission  two  years  ago  about  a  shortage  of  medicinal 
herbs,  the  Commission  concerned  itself  with  the  production  of  such  herbs 
in  suitable  areas  under  its  control.  Colonel  Sir  George  Courthope  (Forestry 
Commissioner)  replied  that  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
on,  or  transferred  to  the  Forestry  Commissioners  by  the  Forestry  Acts 
did  not  include  the  production  of  medicinal  herbs;  consequently  the 
Commission  had  not  concerned  itself  with  such  production.

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Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill 

We  are  publishing  in  the  form  of  a  four-page  supplement  with  this 
week's  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  the  text  of  the  Phar- 
macy and  Medicines  Bill,  which  was  introduced  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  June  26.  The  purpose  of  the  Bill  is  to  repeal  the 
medicine  stamp  duty  and  the  associated  licence  duty,  to  prohibit 
advertisements  relating  to  certain  medical  matters  and  at  the  same 
time  to  regulate  the  sale  of  medicines,  and  to  effect  some  minor 
amendments  to  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 

Clauses  i  and  2  amend  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 
The  former  provides  that  a  retailer  who  sells  drugs  (including 
poisons  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List)  at  a  chemist's  shop  shall  not 
be  required  to  have  a  registered  pharmacist  in  charge  at  any  other 
shop  where  he  sells  drugs  (but  no  poisons  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons 
List),  if  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  clause  are  observed,  together 
with  any  further  conditions  prescribed  in  regulations  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  State.  The  main  conditions  are  that  the  sale  of  articles 
other  than  drugs  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  must  form  the 
predominant  part  of  the  shop's  business  (power  is  given  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  make  regulations  for  determining  what  is  or 
is  not  to  be  treated  as  a  predominant  part  of  a  business  in  specified 
circumstances)  ;  that  only  pre-packed  drugs  must  be  sold  ;  that  no 
dispensing  must  be  done  or  prescriptions  received  on  the  premises ; 
and  that  no  title,  emblem  or  description  must  be  used  which  would 
suggest  that  the  premises  are  a  chemist's  shop.  Clause  2  enables 
the  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  when 
considering  an  application  for  the  addition  or  restoration  of  a  name 
to  the  Register  of  Pharmacists,  to  take  into  account  any  offence 
that  may  have  been  committed  by  the  applicant  in  the  period 
during  which  he  was  not  registered.  The  Committee  is  also  author- 
ised to  refuse  to  entertain  applications  for  registration  or  for  restora- 
tion to  the  Register  for  a  specified  period,  and  provision  is  made  to 
enable  the  Society  to  appear  as  respondents  on  an  appeal  to  the 
High  Court  against  a  decision  of  the  Committee  and  to  render  them 
liable  to  costs  whether  they  appear  or  not. 

The  prohibition  of  certain  advertisements  is  dealt  with  in  Clauses 
3,  4  and  5.  Clause  3  makes  it  an  offence  to  take  part  in  the  publica- 
tion of  any  advertisement  calculated  to  lead  to  the  use  of  any  article 
for  the  treatment  of  any  person  for  Bright 's  disease,  cataract, 
diabetes,  epilepsy  or  fits,  glaucoma,  locomotor  ataxy,  paralysis  or 
tuberculosis.  An  exception  is  made  for  advertisements  published 
by  a  local  authority  or  voluntary  hospital,  or  for  the  information 
only  of  certain  specified  groups  of  persons.  Clause  4  similarly 
prohibits  (without  the  above  exception)  advertisements  calculated 
to  lead  to  the  use  of  articles  for  procuring  the  miscarriage  of  women. 
Clause  5  lays  down  the  maximum  penalties  for  offences  under  Clauses 
3  or  4.  It  also  provides  that,  unless  the  contrary  is  proved,  any 
person  who  appears  from  the  terms  of  any  such  advertisement  to  be 


concerned  in  the  manufacture,  production,  import,  or  sale  of  the 
article  advertised  shall  be  presumed  to  have  taken  part  in  the 
publication  of  the  advertisement;  and  that  it  shall  be  a  defence 
in  proceedings  for  an  offence  under  Clauses  3  and  4  that  the  advertise- 
ment was  published  only  in  journals  of  a  technical  character  for 
circulation  to  doctors  and  other  professional  classes. 

The  control  of  the  sale  of  medicines  forms  the  subject  of  Clau.ses 
6,  7  and  8.  Clause  6  forbids  the  retail  sale  of  medicines  on  or  after 
January  i.  1942,  without  the  disclosure  on  the  container,  wrapper 
or  label  of  their  composition  or  active  constituents,  either  in  specific 
terms  or  by  reference  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex.  The  only  exception  is  that  of  medicines 
prescribed  by  reference  to  the  needs  of  a  particulat  person  and  sup- 
plied for  his.  own  use.  Clause  7  forbids  the  retail  sale,  on  or  after 
September  2,  1941,  of  articles  recommended  as  medicines,  by  any 
person  who  is  not  a  doctor,  a  dentist,  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons, 
or  a  person  who  has  served  an  apprenticeship  and  is  carrying  on 
business  as  a  druggist  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  the  Act,  except 
certain  medicines  defined  in  the  clause.  The  main  exception  is 
that  of  proprietary  medicines  not  described  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia or  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  Clause  8  allows  a 
retailer  charged  with  an  offence  under  Clauses  6  or  7  to  plead  in 
defence  that  he  did  not  know  and  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  the 
article  sold  w^as  recommended  as  a  medicine,  or  that  he  acted  on 
instructions  as  a  servant  or  agent  of  another  person.  The  medicine 
stamp  duty  and  the  associated  licence  duty  are  repealed  by  Clause  9 
as  from  September  2,  IQ41.  The  first  is  a  graduated  duty  of  20  per 
cent,  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  price  or  value  of  patent  medicines,  and 
the  second  is  a  charge  of  5s.  for  an  annual  licence  which  must  be 
taken  out  by  proprietors,  makers  and  vendors  of  dutiable  medicines. 

Roundabouts  without  Swings 

Pharmaceutical  and  medical  reactions  to  the  inclusion  within 
National  Health  Insurance  of  workers  whose  wages  are  less  than 
£420  a  year  are  summed  up  in  the  demands  for  increased  remunera- 
tion. The  position  from  the  doctors'  point  of  view  is  set  forth  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  "Medical  World, ' '  the  official  organ  of  the  Medical 
Practitioners'  Union,  which  states:  "The  whole  problem  from  the 
doctor's  point  of  view  is  a  good  deal  more  complex  than  might  at 
first  sight  appear.  Since  a  number  of  our  better-class,  i.e.  better 
paying,  patients  are  now  to  be  handed  over  to  an  insurance  system 
we  shall  certainly  require  an  increase  of  the  capitation  fee.  We  know 
well  enough  that  these  patients  will  very  soon  be  demanding  very 
much  more  service  than  they  obtained  when  they  had  themselves 
to  pay  for  it.  We  also  know  that  our  private  receipts  will  drop  and 
our  troubles  greatly  increase.  Those  whose  incomes  are  between 
£'250  and  £1^20  will  expect  to  be  treated  as  they  have  been  in  the 
past.  They  will  not  like  coming  to  the  surgery  and  waiting  their 
turn.  They  will  expect  visits  when  no  visit  is  really  required,  and 
they  will  expect  that  the  time  spent  on  visits  shall  include  sufficient 
of  that  commodity  to  provide  for  all  sorts  of  semi-medical  conversa- 
tion dealing  with  other  members  of  the  family.  There  are  in  fact 
a  hundred  good  reasons  which  we  could  build  "up  into  a  strong  case 
for  a  very  substantial  increase  of  the  panel  fee."  There  are  as  many 
good  reasons  with  which  to  build  up  a  strong  ca,se  for  a  very  sub- 
stantial increase  of  the  dispensing  fees  for  chemists.  Even  before 
the  Minister  of  Health  announced  extension  of  the  Insurance 
scheme  chemists  could  present  good  and  sufficient  reasons  for  better 
remuneration  :  now,  higher  payment  is  becoming  a  matter  of  urgency. 

One  of  the  chief  baits  held  out  to  chemists  as  an  inducement  to 
undertake  N.H.I,  dispensing  three  decades  ago  was  that  it  would 
cause  people  to  enter  their  shops,  thus  resulting  in  sales  which 
might  otherwise  be  made  elsewhere.  So  nebulous  has  been  the 
amount  of  extra  business  obtained  in  this  way  that  we  think  this 
argument  would  carry  little  weight  with  chemists  today.  In  fact, 
when  contemplating  the  advent  of  the  "better-class"  additions  to 
the  panel  it  is  obvious  that  the  net  result,  so  far  as  the  chemist  is 
concerned,  is  likely  to  be  a  considerable  diminution  in  ordinary 
pharmaceutical  business ;  particularly  will  counter-prescribing  be 
affected.  Workers  within  the  1^420  class  will  no  longer  ask  the 
chemist  for  a  bottle  of  medicine  to  relieve  a  cough  or  some  simple 
ailment ;  rather  they  will  remember  they  have  paid  Insurance  con- 
tributions for  free  medical  and  pharmaceutical  service  and  act 
accordingly.  The  sum  the  chemist  will  thus  obtain  as  dispensing 
fees  will  by  no  means  compensate  for  the  loss  in  sales  of  own-name 
remedies,  which,  apart  from  the  better  profit  they  carry,  have  a 
special  advertising  value  of  their  own.  The  chemists'  loss  of  profit 
due  to  the  influx  into  the  Insurance  scheme  will  not  be  evident  in 
figures  ascertained  now,  but  that  in  no  way  belittles  the  importance 
of  the  matter — an  importance  which  will  be  accentuated  when  wives 
and  children  are  included,  as  they  may  be  at  no  far  distant  date.

Business  in  the  London  markets  has  shown  hut  little  improvement  this 
week,  although  a  steady  call  has  been  received  fruiu  tlie  consuming  trades 
for  several  of  the  leading  products.  Prices  continue  to  show  an  upward 
tendency,  and  in  some  cases  have  reached  very  high  levels.  Few  price 
changes  have  been  notified  for  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals,  and  business 
has  proceeded  along  quiet  lines.  Trade  in  Acetanilide  has  been  satis- 
factory, and  values  are  steady.  Firm  conditions  obtain  for  Barbitone  and 
Sodium  barbiton£.  Benzyl  benzoate  continues  nominal,  with  available 
supplies  reserved  for  medical  purposes.  Caffeine  is  short  and  firm. 
Guaiacols  have  been  in  fair  demand  recently,  and  present  supplies  are  not 
too  plentiful ;  prices,  however,  remain  quite  steady.  Dealers'  quotations 
for  Phenacetin  are  at  higher  levels.  There  are  no  alterations  in  the 
Exchange  Rates  given  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  394). 

Crude  Drugs 

Most  of  the  business  transacted  during  the  week  has  come  from  the 
consuming  trades,  and  has  been  for  modest  amounts.  Some  parcels  of 
Aconite  root  are  reported  to  be  afloat.  Very  little  Agar  is  now  available 
for  purposes  other  than  the  preparation  of  bacteriological  media.  Prices 
of  Antimony  are  firmly  maintained  at  the  higher  levels  recorded  recently, 
and  business  during  the  week  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  Cape  shipment 
prices  for  Buchu  are  steady.  Small  interest  is  being  shown  in  Camphor, 
and  quotations  are  without  alteration.  Forward  supplies  of  Cascara 
SAGRADA  are  difficult  to  obtain,  and  a  range  of  prices  is  mentioned.  A 
further  slight  advance  is  recorded  in  the  spot  price  of  Zanzibar  Cloves. 
Spot  supplies  of  Euonymus  bark  are  low  and  prices  of  any  available 
stocks  are  considerably  dearer.  Sudan  Gum  acacia  is  dearer,  both  on  spot 
and  for  shipment.  A  rather  better  demand  has  been  received  for 
Ipecacuanha.  Lobelia  herb  has  advanced.  The  steady  rise  in  the  price 
of  Menthol  continues,  and  this  week's  figure  reaches  a  new  high  level. 
All  grades  of  Pepper  show  rises  on  the  week.  Pimento  is  rather  quieter. 
A  good  deal  of  interest  is  being  taken  in  Senega  for  shipment,  but  oifers 
are  difficult  to  obtain.   Shellac  is  dearer  in  all  positions. 

Essential  Oils 

Quiet  conditions  prevail  in  these  markets.  Prices  are  mostly  very  firm 
and  in  some  cases  advances  are  recorded.  The  Ministry  of  Food  announces 
that  there  will  be  no  change,  with  the  exception  of  an  increase  in  the  prices 
of  mixed  soft  acid  oils,  in  the  existing  prices  of  oils  and  fats  allocated  to 
primary  wholesalers  and  large  trade  users  for  the  five  weeks  ending 
August  2.  The  extremely  small  supplies  of  Anise  (star)  now  available 
on  spot  are  quoted  at  still  higher  prices.  Spot  values  of  Bois  de  rose  are 
firmer.  Supplies  of  Cassia  are  extremely  small,  and  spot  prices  are  nominal. 
Eucalyptus  is  unchanged  on  the  week.  Lemongrass  is  steady  at  the 
higher  prices  recorded  last  week.  British-made  Mustard  continues  to 
attract  a  fair  amount  of  attention.  Spot  prices  of  Palmarosa  have  been 
substantially  increased.  Demand  for  Chinese  Peppermint  has  again  been 
keen.  Among  the  Synthetics  and  Isolates,  higher  prices  are  being 
quoted  for  Amyl  salicylate,  Aubepine,  Citronellol,  Citronellal, 
Coumarin,  Geraniol,  Ionone,  Linalol,  and  Linalyl  .\cetate.  The 
supply  position  of  many  synthetics  and  isolates  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult,  as  manufacturers  depend  on  raw  materials  which,  under  present 
conditions,  are  sometimes  in  short  supply.

Sales  oi  Infants'  Foods. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Infants'  Milk  Foods 
Manufacturers'  Group  which  was  held  a  few  days  ago,  attention  was  drawn 
to  the  fact  that  the  Ministry  of  Food  had  exempted  proprietary  dried-milk 
infants'  foods  from  direct  control  on  condition  that  such  foods  are  sold 
only  for  infant  feeding.  It  is  obvious,  of  course,  that  retailers  cannot 
always  be  sure  that  the  purchasers  of  dried  milks  specially  prepared  for 
babies  will  use  them  only  for  that  purpose,  but  it  would  nevertheless  be 
of  considerable  assistance  in  ensuring  compliance  with  the  Ministry's 
condition  if  some  discretion  were  exercised  in  making  sales.  I  am  there- 
fore asked  to  suggest  that  it  would  be  in  the  mutual  interest  of  retailers 
and  of  manufacturers  if  your  readers  were  reminded  of  the  importance  of 
this  matter.  It  is  suggested  that  retailers  might  discourage  persons  who 
seem  to  be  buying  dried  milk  infants'  food  for  ordinary  household  purposes 
or  for  hoarding,  and  also  those  who,  despite  the  price,  are  buying  by  retail 
for  certain  trade  purposes.  As  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  a  check  is  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  upon  the  total  usage  in  Great 
Britain  of  dried  milk  for  all  purposes  and  it  would  be  unfortunate  for  all 
concerned  if  the  total  turnover  increased  unreasonably.  It  is  known  that 
many  retailers  have  already  been  limiting  their  sales  in  the  manner  indi- 
cated, and  with  the  co-operation  of  all  it  should  be  possible  to  reduce 
misuse  to  a  negligible  minimum. — T.  A .  H.  Sycamore,  Secretary. 

Remuneration  for  Dispensing. — If  there  are  any  panel  chemists  who 
still  retain  the  idea  that  the  dispensing  fee  on  Insurance  prescriptions 
represents  the  profit  on  the  transaction,  a  study  of  the  findings  of  tne 
committee  of  Canadian  pharmacists,  as  reported  in  the  note  on  "Dis- 
pensing Costs  in  Canada"  (C.  &  D.,  June  28,  p.  390)  should  induce  them 
to  review  their  conclusions  a  little  more  closely.  But  the  difficulty  in  retail 
pharmacy  is  to  sort  out  charges  on  prescriptions  from  those  on  other  parts 
of  the  business,  for  any  particular  drug  may  be  used  for  dispensing  private 
or  panel  prescriptions,  for  making  own-name  preparations,  or  for  sale  over 
the  counter.  The  cost  of  buying,  unpacking,  checking  and  putting  into 
stock  this  drug  could  be  arrived  at  because  it  is  a  question  of  dealing  with 
one  parcel,  but  when  it  conies  to  the  cost  of  dispensing  it,  when  sales  are 
made  in  different  forms,  on  different  days  and  in  widely  differing  quantities, 
the  task  of  allocating  the  exact  share  of  expense  to  each  subdivided  portion 
is  another  matter  and  one  which  requires  meticulous  book-keeping,  with 
every  grain  accounted  for,  if  it  is  to  be  correct.  The  only  way  to  meet  this 
is  to  allow  a  fair  margin  to  cover  all  probable  charges.  With  dispensing  at 
tariff  rates,  a  fee  at  a  much  higher  rate  than  is  now  allowed  would  be 
required.  If  all  the  real  expenses  on  N.H.I,  dispensing  could  be  ascertained 
I  feel  sure  chemists  would  be  surprised  to  find  how  little  net  profit  could  be 
shown,  and  the  deficiency  would  be  more  evident  than  ever  before  under 
present  conditions,  with  normal  overhead  charges  gradually  increasing, 
and  such  added  items  as  compulsory  insurance. — Dispenser  (28/6). 

Wild  Herbs  in  War-time. — The  recent  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health's 
committee  on  war-time  herb  cultivation  (C.  &  D.,  June  14,  p.  349)  makes 
somewhat  confused  reading :  while  warning  against  the  risk  of  encouraging 
inexperienced  amateurs  to  enter  upon  the  specialised  and  skilful  occupation 
of  producing  and  drying  drug  herbs,  it  asseverates  that  the  collection  of 
wild  herbs  is  most  valuable.  In  the  list  of  plants  on  the  production  of 
which  attention  should'  be  concentrated  in  the  United  Kingdom,  it  is 
suggested,  Irish  moss  and  sphagnum  are  included,  yet  these  can  hardly 
be  cultivated  in  any  quantities  in  Victorian  moss-gardens,  and  are  abundant 
enough  in  the  wild  to  be  harvested  without  exhaustion.  Male  fern  is  less 
abundant,  but  is  nevertheless  widespread,  especially  in  northern  woods 
and  moss-land  thickets,  and  the  wild  harvest  could  almost  equal  the 
cultivated  crop,  thereby  releasing  land  and  labour  for  other  herbs.  Sur- 
prisingly Datura,  the  thorn-apple,  is  placed  not  on  the  list  for  home 
cultivation,  but  on  the  Empire  list.  Yet  datura  grows  so  well  in  this 
country  that  plants  which  escaped  from  the  herb  gardens  of  even  Victorian 
times  still  flourish  in  wild  haunts.  On  the  other  hand,  plants  which,  like 
colchicum,  are  so  rare  in  the  wild  as  to  be  threatened  with  extinction  by 
organised  collecting,  are  among  herbs  recommended  to  be  gathered,  and 
other  plants  in  the  same  category  may  be  confused  by  ignorant  collectors 
not  versed  in  an  outline  of  botany,  even  though  they  may  be  Scouts  or 
Women's  Institute  members.  It  is  a  great  pity  that,  apart  from  one  private 
trade  circular  to  the  British  Empire  Naturalists'  Association  soon  after 
the  outbreak  of  war,  there  has  been  no  official  attempt  to  make  contact 
with  local  natural-history  societies,  of  which  a  considerable  number 
exist  (the  \'orkshire  Naturalists'  Union  alone  has  over  2,000  members  in 
some  thirty  constituent  societies,  and  there  are  other  federations  like  the 
North-East  Lancashire  Naturalists'  Union,  the  North  Western  Naturalists' 
Union,  the  Midland  Naturalists'  Union  at  Birmingham,  and  the  South- 
Eastern  Scientific  Societies  at  Hastings,  all  of  which  have  their  constituent 
societies  wliose  members  know  their  local  countryside  and  plant  haunts 
from  years  of  experience  and  recording.)  The  Merseyside  Naturalists' 
Association  recently  compiled  for  war-tirrie  service  a  current  herb  flora 
of  the  West  Lancashire  and  West  Cheshire  districts,  but  this  aroused  more 
interest  in  America  than  in  English  drug-seeking  circles !  Boy  Scouts  and 
Women's  Institutes  may  provide  keen  collectors  but,  unless  these  are 
organised  by  active  local  botanists  who  know  the  plants  and  the  country- 
side, they  are  likely  to  return  mullein  leaves  for  digitalis,  water  and  corn 
mints  for  peppermint,  woody  nightshade  for  belladonna,  and  so  on.  The 
writer,  who  in  the  past  has  had  to  judge  nature-study  reports  and  wild- 
flower  collections  for  these  organisations,  can  vouch  for  the  frequency  with 
which  these  mistakes  are  made. 

Irish  or  Carrageen  moss  (actually  a  seaweed),  which,  as  already  stated, 
is  on  the  list  of  lierbs  recommended  for  special  attention,  is  really  not  an 
Irish  speciality,  and  may  also  be  harvested  from  our  own  Cornish  and 
other  rocky  coasts.  But  it  is  one  of  over  750  different  seaweeds  in  British 


waters,  and  a  young  novice  recruited  as  collector  will  not  find  it  easy  to 
pick  out  Carrageen  Xvithout  some  instruction.  The  alga  belongs  to  the 
red-spermed  or  Rhodosperm  group  of  seaweeds,  but  it  is  by  no  means 
always  red :  it  varies  much  in  colour,  and  is  often  greenish  or  yellowish. 
Carrageen  may  be  found  growing  in  quantities  upon' the  rocks,  where  it  is 
best  recognised  by  its  fronds  of  considerably  divided  fans.  It  will  grow  in  ■ 
an  aquarium,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  such  production  could  be  commercialised, 
because  salt-water  aquaria  are  troublesome  enough  to  maintain  near  the 
coasts,  and  most  difficult  and  costly  inland.  The  British  Museum  "Hand- 
book on  British  Seaweeds"  is  a  helpful  guide  to  collectors,  for  many  other 
of  these  "weeds"  have  useful  purposes  in  war-time.  Attempts  have,  for 
example,  been  made  to  obtain  a  sourcei  for  artificial  silk  from  seaweed 
and  iodine  from  Anglesey  bladderwrack.  Early  in  the  nineteenth  century 
the  MacLean  estates  in  Scotland  averaged  a  return  of  £10,000  a  year  fron'i 
the  kelp  on  the  shores. 

Collectors  of  male  fern  will  find  it  difficult  to  recognise  the  plant  before 
the  rusty-brown  spore-cases  begin  to  form  in  late  summer,  so  much  does 
it  resemble  bracken,  but  in  bracken  the  spores  form  a  brown  border  to  the 
under  surface  of  the  fronds,  whereas  male  fern  has  about  four  small  brown 
rings  or  sori  on  each  half  of  the  under  surface  of  the  frond ;  the  northern 
hard  fern  has  the  spores  forming  a  central  line  or  midrib  on  the  under 
surface.  Dill,  a  Spanish  umbelliferous  plant  supposed  to  be  the  "anise" 
of  the  Bible,  has  been  grown  in  this  country  since  1597,  and  does  well  in 
ordinary  light  soil,  if  sown  in  March  in  shallow  drills,  but  in  a  drought  it  is 
liable  to  suffer  unless  carefully  weltered.  In  parts  of  U.S.A.  (e.g.  California) 
it  is  grown  as  a  vegetable  and  picl-ded  for  store.  Colchicum  autumnale 
(meadow-saffron  or  autumn  crocus)  grows  wild  in  the  meadows  from 
Westmorland  and  Durham  to  Sussex  and  Somerset,  but  is  nowhere 
abundant.  The  species  is  best  identified  by  its  pale  purple  flowers  with 
yellow  anthers,  and  is  found  from  August  to  October.  Herb  collectors 
nearly  exterminated  it  in  the  last  war,  and  not  much  wild  stock  is  left, 
though  the  plant  also  grows  in  Ireland;  in  Scotland  it  is  not  found.  It  is 
true  that  dandelion  is  one  of  our  worst  weeds,,  but  the  wild  Taraxacum 
dens-leonis  gives  less  good  results  than  the  cultivated  varieties  of  the 
same  species  from  France  or  Italy. —  Eric  Hardy,  F.7..S.,  Liverpool.

Egg  Preservatives. —  A.  E.  B.  (20/5). — The  following  methods  are 
recommended  alternatives  to  waterglass :  (r)  Select  perfectly  fresh  eggs, 
rub  each  with  chloroform  and  dip  in  melted  hard  paraffin.  Allow  the 
coating  to  dry.  (2)  A  warm  mixture  of  beeswax  4  oz.,  and  olive  oil  (or 
substitute)  8  oz.,  can  be  used  as  an  alternative  to  the  first  method.  (3)  Dis- 
solve in  a  barrel  in  each  gallon  of  water,  quicklime  r2  oz.,  common  salt 
6  oz.,  sodium  carbonate  i  dr.,  saltpetre  ^  dr.,  cream  of  tartar  i  dr.,  borax 
i-^  dr.  Cover  the  bottom  of  the  barrel  with  quicklime  and  put  a  layer  of 
eggs  over  the  latter.  Add  successive  layers  of  quicklime  and  eggs,  leaving 
aisout  ten  inches  of  liquid  over  the  last  layer  of  eggs.  Finally  cover  the 
barrel  with  a  cloth.  (4)  Place  about  six  eggs  in  a  muslin  bag  and  dip  in  a 
boiling  solution  of  boric  acid,  withdraw  immediately  and  pack. 

Calcined  Hen  Manure. — M.  E.  I.  S.  (25/6). — With  material  so  variable 
as  hen  manure  it  is  possible  to  give  only  a  rough  estimate  of  the  composition 
of  ash.  Ordinary  poultry  manure  collected  with  only  slight  admixture  of 
sand  or  litter  and  artificially  dried  has  a  composition  of  about  3-8  per  cent, 
nitrogen,  3-5  per  cent,  phosphoric  acid  (P^Os),  1-7  per  cent,  potash  (K^O), 
with  88  per  cent,  dry  matter,  50-60  per  cent,  organic  matter  and  28-38 
per  cent.  ash.  Calcining  this  material  will  get  fid  of  the  nitrogen  and  the 
organic  matter,  leaving  ash  containing  in  round  numbers  ro  per  cent. 
P2O5  and  5  per  cent.  K^O.  Apart  from  a  little  calcium  and  magnesium 
which  are  seldom  reckoned  in  evaluating  manures  of  this  kind,  the  remain- 
der of  this  ash  will  be  sand  and  similar  mineral  matter  of  no  manurial 
value.  It  is  clear  that  there  is  a  considerable  loss  of  fertilising  value  in 
calcining  poultry  manure,  and  what  has  often  proved  to  be  a  useful  source 
of  organic  matter  and  nitrogen  is  reduced  to  a  rather  low-grade  mineral 
manure. 

Fruit  Drying. —  C.  C.  (26/5). — The  following  is  a  method  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries :  Fruits  that  dry  best  are 
apples,  grapes,  pears  and  stone  fruits,  especially  plums.  Soft  fruits  and 
berries  are  not  generally  satisfactory.  All  that  is  required  is  a  number  of 
trays  made  from  four  wooden  laths  nailed  together  to  form  a  square  that 
fits  into  the  oven,  drying  cupboard  or  plate-rack.  Wire  gauze  or  canvas 
is  nailed  over  the  framework,  and  the  trays  are  covered  with  muslin  to 
prevent  the  fruit  from  sticking.  Great  heat  is  harmful:  scorching  must  be 
avoided.  When  an  oven  is  used,  the  door  should  be  kept  ajar,  and  the 
temperature  should  never  exceed  150°  F.  Drying  can  well  be  done  with 
the  heat  that  remains  in  the  oven  after  cooking  is  finished,  the  operation 
being  repeated  on  several  days  if  necessary.  A  drying  cupboard  is  also  suit- 
able, but  the  process  may  take  longer.  Fruits  should  be  fresh  and  just  ripe  ; 
dried  at  this  stage,  they  retain  their  colour  and  flavour  better.  Most  fruits 
should  be  halved  or  sliced,  as  this  hastens  the  process.  Grapes  or  small 
plums,  however,  are  usually  dried  whole.  The  fruit  should  be  dried  to  a 
leathery  consistency  but  not  hard.  The  time  required  will  depend  on  the 
temperature,  and  may  be  anything  from  about  four  hours  for  apple  rings 
at  a  temperature  of  140°  F.,  to  twelve  hours  or  more  for  juicy  varieties  of 
plums.  Occasional  turning  will  hasten  the  process.  Dried  fruits  or. vege- 
tables should  be  left  to  cool  before  packing  in  jars,  tins,  boxes  or  paper  bags.

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PHARMACY  AND  MEDICINES  BILL 

A  Bill  to  amend  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  to  prohibit  certain  advertisements  relating  to  medical 
matters,  and  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  medicines 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows : — 

Amendments  o£  Principal  Act 

Alternative  Conditions  to  be  Complied 
WITH  BY  Authorised  Sellers  of  Poisons 
1. — (i)  Where  a  business  comprising  the 
retail  sale  of  drugs  is  being  can-ied  on,  so  far 
as  it  concerns  the  retail  sale  of  drugs,  at  two 
or  more  sets  of  premises,  it  shall  not  be 
necessary,  in  order  that  the  person  carrying 
on  the  business  may  be  an  authorised  seller 
of  poisons,  to  comply  with  the  conditions 
requiring  the  business  to  be  under  the  personal 
control  of  a  registered  pharmacist  at  any  of 
those  sets  of  premises  where  no  poisons  in- 
cluded in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  are  sold, 
if  the  following  conditions  are  complied  with 
in  lieu  thereof — 

(a)  the  retail  sale  of  articles  other  than  drugs 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
must  constitute  the  predominant  part 
of  the  business  carried  on  at  the  premises ; 

(b)  before  any  drug  is  sold  at  the  premises, 
it  must  have  been  made  up  for  sale  in  a 
container  elsewhere  than  at  the  premises 
and  the  container  must  not  have  been 
opened  since  the  time  when  the  drug 
was  made  up  for  sale  therein ; 

(c)  drugs  must  not  be  dispensed  or  com- 
pounded on  the  premises ; 

(d)  prescriptions  must  not  be  received  at 
the  premises,  and  drugs  dispensed  else- 
where than  at  the  premises  must  not 
be  distributed  at  the  premises  or  des- 
patched therefrom; 

(«)  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
none  of  the  following  titles,  descriptions 
or  emblems  must  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  business  carried  on  at  the 
premises,  namely — 

(i)  the  title  of  "member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  "pharma- 
ceutical chemist,"  "pharmaceutist," 
"pharmacist,"  "chemist,"  or  "drug- 
gist"; or 

(ii)  the  description  "pharmacy";  or 

(iii)  any  title,  description  or  emblem 
reasonably  calculated  to  suggest  that 
the  owner  of  the  business  or  anyone 
employed  therein  possesses  any  quali- 
fication in  connection  with  the  dis- 
pensing, selling  or  compounding  of 
drugs  or  poisons ; 

( /)  the  business  carried  on  at  the  premises 
must,  so  far  as  it  concerns  the  retail 
sale  of  drugs,  be  conducted  in  accordance 
with  such  other  conditions  (if  any)  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  State ; 

(g)  the  premises  must  be  duly  registered 
under  section  twelve  of  the  principal 
Act  as  amended  by  this  section. 

(2)  The  reference  in  the  preceding  sub- 
section to  conditions  requiring  the  business 
to  be  under  the  personal  control  of  a  registered 
pharmacist  shall  be  construed  as  a  reference 
to  the  conditions  specified  in  the  following 
provisions  of  the  principal  Act,  namely, 
paragraphs  (a)  and  (6)  of  section  eight, 
paragraphs  (6)  and  (t)  of  subsection  (i)  of 
section  nine,  and  subsection  (2)  of  section  ten. 


(3)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  make  regu- 
lations for  determining  whether,  in  the  cir- 
cumstances specified  in  the  regulations,  the 
sale  of  articles  other  than  drugs  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  is  or  is  not  to  be 
treated  for  the  purpose  of  paragraph  (a)  of 
subsection  (i)  of  this  section  as  the  predomi- 
nant part  of  the  business  carried  on  at  any 
premises. 

{4)  Paragraph  {e)  of  subsection  (i)  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting 
the  use,  on  a  container  in  which  drugs  are 
made  up  for  sale,  or  on  any  label  affixed  to  or 
document  enclosed  in  such  a  container,  of  the 
title  or  description  of  the  person  by  whom, 
or  the  address  at  which,  they  were  made  up 
for  sale,  not  being  the  title  or  description  of 
the  person  carrying  on  the  business  at  the 
premises  in  question  or  an  address  where  drugs 
are  sold  by  retail. 

(5)  All  sets  of  premises  which  are  required 
to  be  registered  by  paragraph  (g)  of  subsection 
(i)  of  this  section  shall  be  entered  in  a  separate 
part  of  the  register  kept  under  section  twelve 
of  the  principal  Act,  and  the  fee  that  may  be 
prescribed  under  that  section  in  respect  of 
the  registration  or  retention  on  the  register 
of  any  such  set  of  premises  shall  not  exceed 
one  pound. 

(6)  Where  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons 
carries  on  business  at  premises  required  to  be 
registered  by  paragraph  (g)  of  subsection  (i) 
of  this  section — 

{a)  every  list  sent  by  him  to  the  registrar 
in  pursuance  of  subsection  (i)  of  section 
thirteen  of  the  principal  Act  shall  dis- 
tinguish between  the  sets  of  premises  so 
required  to  be  registered  and  the  other 
sets  of  premises  where  his  business,  so 
far  as  it  comprises  the  retail  sale  of 
drugs,  is  being  carried  on;  and 

(6)  in  the  case  of  any  set  of  premises  so 
required  to  be  registered,  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  for  him  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  said  subsection  as 
respects  the  name  of  the  registered  phar- 
macist having  the  personal  control  of 
the  business  on  each  set  of  premises. 

(7)  Where  two  or  more  separate  parts  of  a 
single  set  of  premises,  at  which  a  business 
which  comprises  the  retail  sale  of  drugs  is 
carried  on,  are  used  for  the  retail  sale  of  drugs, 
then,  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  and  of 
the  principal  Act,  each  of  the  separate  parts 
so  used  shall  be  treated  as  being  a  separate  set 
of  premises. 

(8)  In  subsection  (i)  of  section  twenty-one 
of  the  principal  Act,  (which  requires  a  local 
authority  to  keep  a  list  of  persons  who,  not 
being  entitled  to  sell  poisons  included  in  Part 
I  of  the  Poisons  List,  are  to  be  entitled  to  sell 
poisons  included  in  Part  II  of  that  List),  the 
words  "not  being  entitled  to  sell  poisons 
included  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List "  shall  be 
repealed. 

(9)  Any  regulations  made  under  this  section 
shall  be  laid  before  Parliament  as  soon  as  may 
be  after  they  are  made,  and  if  either  House 
of  Parliament,  within  the  period  of  forty  days 
beginning  with  the  day  on  which  any  such 
regulations  are  laid  before  it,  resolves  that 
the  regulations  shall  be  annulled,  the  regula- 
tions shall  thereupon  become  void,  without 
prejudice,  however,  to  the  validity  of  anything 
previously  done  thereunder  or  to  the  making 
of  new  regulations. 


In  reckoning  any  such  period  of  forty  days, 
no  account  shaU  be  taken  of  any  time  during 
which  Parliament  is  dissolved  or  prorogued 
or  during  which  both  Houses  are  adjourned 
for  more  than  four  days. 

(10)  In  this  section— 

the  expression  "dispensed"  in  relation  to 
a  drug,  means  supplied  on  and  in  accord- 
ance with  a  prescription  duly  given  by  a 
registered  medical  practitioner,  a  regis- 
tered dentist  or  a  registered  veterinary 
surgeon ; 

the  expression  "medical  and  surgical  ap- 
pliances" includes  contraceptives. 


Amendments  as  to  Registration  of 
Pharmacists 
2. — (i)  Where  a  person  applying  to  be 
registered  as  a  pharmacist  has  been  convicted 
of  any  such  criminal  offence  or  been  guilty 
of  such  misconduct  as  would,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Statutory  Committee,  render  him  unfit 
to  remain  on  the  register  if  he  were  a  registered 
pharmacist,  the  Committee  may,  after  making 
inquiry  into  the  case,  direct  that  his  name 
shall  not  be  registered,  or  shall  not  be  regis- 
tered until  the  Committee  otherwise  directs. 

(2)  Where  a  person  whose  name  has  been 
removed  from  the  register  under  subsection 
(4)  of  section  one  of  the  principal  Act,  or  a 
person  employed  by  him  in  the  carrying  on 
of  his  business,  has  (whether  before  or  after 
the  removal  of  his  name)  been  convicted  of 
any  such  criminal  offence  as  aforesaid  or  been 
guilty  of  such  misconduct  as  aforesaid,  the 
Statutory  Committee  may,  after  making 
inquiry  into  the  case,  direct  that  his  name 
shall  not  be  restored  to  the  register,  or  shall 
not  be  restored  until  the  Committee  otherwise 
directs. 

(3)  Where  directions  are  given  by  the 
Statutory  Committee  under  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  section  that  the  name  of 
a  person  is  not  to  be  registered,  or  is  not  to  be 
restored  to  the  register,  until  the  Committee 
otherwise  directs,  the  Committee  may  further 
direct  that  no  further  application  for  the 
registration  of  his  name,  or  for  its  restoration 
to  the  register,  shall  be  entertained  until 
the  expiration  of  such  period  or  the  fulfilment 
of  such  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in 
the  directions. 

(4)  Where  directions  are  given  by  the  Statu- 
tory Committee  under  subsection  (i)  of  section 
seven  of  the  principal  Act  for  the  removal 
of  the  name  of  a  pharmacist  from  the  register, 
the  Committee  may  further  direct  that  no 
application  made  under  subsection  (2)  of  that 
section  for  the  restoration  of  his  name  to  the 
register  shall  be  entertained  until  the  expira- 
tion of  such  period  or  the  fulfilment  of  such 
conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  the  directions. 

(5)  Subsections  (i),  (3),  (4)  and  (5)  of  sec- 
tion fourteen  of  the  principal  Act  (which 
relate  to  directions  given  by  the  Statutory 
Committee  and  to  appeals  therefrom  to  the 
High  Court)  shall  have  efiect  in  relation  to  a 
direction  under  this  section  as  they  have  efiect 
in  relation  to  a  direction  under  Part  I  of  that 
Act. 

(6)  The  Society  may  appear  as  respondent 
on  any  appeal  to  the  High  Court  under 
subsection  (3)  of  the  said  section  fourteen, 
and,  for  the  purpose  of  the  provisions  of  sub- 
section (4)  of  that  section  enabling  the  High 
Court  to  give  directions  as  to  the  costs  of 
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any  such  appeal,  the  Society  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  respondent  to  the  appeal,  whether 
they  appear  on  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  or 
not. 

Advertisements 

Prohibition  of  Advertisements  Relating 
TO  Certain  Diseases 

3.  — (i)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  no  person  shall  take  any  part  in  the 
publication  of  any  advertisement  referring 
to  any  article,  or  articles  of  any  description, 
in  terms  which  are  calculated  to  lead  to  the 
use  of  that  article  or  articles  of  that  description 
for  the  purpose  of  the  treatment  of  human 
beings  for  any  of  the  following  diseases, 
namely,  Bright's  disease,  cataract,  diabetes, 
epilepsy  or  fits,  glaucoma,  locomotor  ataxy, 
paralysis  or  tuberculosis : 

Provided  that  this  subsection  shall  not  apply 
to  an  advertisement  pubUshed  by  a  local 
authority  or  by  the  governing  body  of  a 
voluntary  hospital  or  by  any  person  acting 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  or 
the  Minister  of  Health. 

(2)  In  any  proceedings  for  a  contravention 
of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  it 
shall  be  a  defence  for  the  person  charged  to 
prove  that  the  advertisement  to  which  the 
proceedings  relate  was  published  only  so 
far  as  was  reasonably  necessary  to  bring  it  to 
the  notice  of  persons  of  the  following  classes 
or  of  one  or  some  of  them,  that  is  to  say — 

(a)  members  of  either  House  of  Parliament ; 
(6)  members  of  a  local  authority ; 

(c)  members  of  the  governing  body  of  a 
voluntary  hospital ; 

(d)  registered  medical  practitioners ; 

(e)  registered  nurses ; 

(/)  registered  pharmacists  and  authorised 
sellers  of  poisons ; 

(g)  persons  undergoing  training  with  a  view 
to  becoming  registered  medical  prac- 
titioners, registered  nurses  or  registered 
pharmacists ; 

(h)  persons  carrying  on  a  business  which 
includes  the  sale  or  supply  of  surgical 
appliances. 

(3)  In  this  section  the  expression  ' '  hospital ' ' 
includes  a  clinic,  dispensary  or  other  institu- 
tion for  the  reception  of  the  sick,  whether  as 
in-patients  or  out-patients. 

Prohibition  of  Advertisements 
relating  to  abortion 

4.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  no 
person  shall  take  any  part  in  the  publication 
of  any  advertisement  referring  to  any  article, 
or  articles  of  any  description,  in  terms  which 
are  calculated  to  lead  to  the  use  of  that  article 
or  articles  of  that  description  for  procuring  the 
miscarriage  of  women. 

Penalties 

5.  — (i)  If  any  person  contravenes  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  last  two  preceding  sec- 
tions, he  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  be  liable  on  summary  conviction — 

(a)  in  the  case  of  a  first  conviction,  to  a 

fine  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds ;  and 
(6)  in  the  case  of  a  subsequent  conviction, 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds,  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  three  months,  or  to  both 
such  fine  and  such  imprisonment. 
(2)  Where,  in  any  proceedings  for  a  con- 
travention of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  last 
two  preceding  sections,  it  is  proved — 

[a)  that  the  advertisement  was  published 
referring  to  any  article,  or  articles  of 
any  description,  in  terms  calculated  to 
lead  to  the  use  of  that  article  or  articles 
of  that  description — 

(i)  in  the  case  of  a  contravention 
of  section  three  of  this  Act,  for  the 


treatment  of  human  beings  for  any 
such  disease  as  is  mentioned  in  sub- 
section (i)  of  that  section;  or 

(ii)  in  the  case  of  a  contravention 
of  section  four  of  this  Act,  for  pro- 
curing the  miscarriage  of  women ;  and 

(6)  that  the  advertisement  also  referred 
to  the  article  or  articles  in  terms  calcu- 
lated to  indicate  that  it  or  they  were 
manufactured,  produced,  imported,  sold 
or  offered  for  sale  by  the  person  charged ; 
then,  unless  the  contrary  is  proved,  it  shall 
be  presumed  for  the  purpose  of  those  proceed- 
ings that  that  person  took  part  in  the  publica- 
tion   of    the    advertisement,    but  without 
prejudice  to  the  liability  of  any  other  person. 

(3)  In  any  proceedings  for  a  contravention 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  last  two  pre- 
ceding sections,  it  shall  be  a  defence  for  the 
person  charged  to  prove — 

(a)  that  the  advertisement  to  which  the 
proceedings  relate  was  pubhshed  in 
such  circumstances  that  he  did  not 
know  and  had  no  reason  to  believe  that 
he  was  taking  part  in  the  publication 
thereof ;  or 

(b)  that  the  said  advertisement  was  pub- 
lished only  in  a  publication  of  a  tech- 
nical character  intended  for  circulation 
mainly  amongst  persons  of  the  following 
classes,  or  of  one  or  some  of  them,  that 
is  to  say — 

(i)  registered  medical  practitioners ; 

(ii)  registered  nurses ; 

(iii)  registered  pharmacists  and 
authorised  sellers  of  poisons ; 

(iv)  persons  undergoing  training 
with  a  view  to  becoming  registered 
medical  practitioners,  registered 
nurses  or  registered  pharmacists  ; 

(v)  persons  carrying  on  a  business 
which  includes  the  sale  or  supply  of 
surgical  appliances. 

(4)  No  prosecution  for  a  contravention  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  last  two  preceding 
sections  shall  be  instituted  without  the  consent 
of  the  Attorney  General  or  SoUcitor  General. 


Medicines 

Disclosure  of  Composition 
6. — (i)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  no  person  shall  sell  by  retail  any  article 
consisting  of  or  comprising  a  substance 
recommended  as  a  medicine  unless  there  is 
written  so  as  to  be  clearly  legible  on  the  article 
or  a  label  affixed  thereto,  or,  if  the  article  is 
sold  in  any  wrapper  or  container,  on  the 
wrapper  or  container  or  a  label  affixed  there- 
to— 

{a)  a  statement  of  the  composition  of  the 
substance  or  of  the  active  constituents 
thereof;  or 

(6)  in  a  case  where  the  substance  is  de- 
scribed in  any  of  the  monographs 
contained  in  the  edition  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  or  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  which  was  last  published 
before  the  date  of  the  sale,  either  such 
a  statement  as  aforesaid  or  the  descrip- 
tion set  out  at  the  head  of  that  mono- 
graph : 

Provided  that  this  subsection  shall  not 
apply  to  any  article  made  up  and  supplied  for 
the  use  of  a  particular  person,  being  an  article 
prescribed  by  reference  to  the  needs  of  that 
person. 

(2)  If  any  person  seUs  an  article  in  contra- 
vention of  the  preceding  provisions  of  this 
section,  he  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  be  liable  on  summary  conviction — 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  first  conviction,  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  twenty  pounds ;  and 


(b)  in  the  case  of  a  subsequent  conviction, 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds,  or  to  imprisomnent  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  three  months,  or  to  both 
such  fine  and  such  imprisonment. 

(3)  This  section  shaU  come  into  operation 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty- two. 

Restriction  of  Sales  by  Unauthorised 
Persons 

7. — (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
no  person  shaU  seU  by  retail  any  article  con- 
sisting of  or  comprising  a  substance  recom- 
mended as  a  medicine  unless  he  is — 

(a)  a  registered  medical  practitioner  or  a 
registered  dentist ;  or 

(6)  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons ;  or 

(c)  a  person  not  being  a  registered  medical 
practitioner  or  a  registered  dentist  or  an 
authorised  seUer  of  poisons,  but  being 
a  person  who — 

(i)  has  served  a  regular  apprentice- 
ship to  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  to  a 
body  corporate  authorised  to  sell 
poisons  by  virtue  of  section  nine 
of  the  principal  Act ;  and 

(ii)  is  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of 
this  Act  carrying  on  on  his  own 
account  a  business  which  comprises 
the  retail  sale  of  drugs. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act — 

(a)  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons  shall  not 
sell  by  retail  any  article  consisting  of  or 
comprising  a  substance  recommended 
as  a  medicine  unless  the  sale  is  effected 
at  premises  duly  registered  under  Part 
I  of  the  principal  Act ;  and 

(b)  a  person  mentioned  in  paragraph  (c)  of 
the  preceding  subsection  shall  not  sell 
by  retail  any  such  article  unless  the 
sale  is  effected  at  a  shop  and  the  business 
carried  on  at  that  shop,  so  far  as  it 
concerns  the  retail  sale  of  drugs,  is 
under  the  personal  control  of  that 
person  or  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

(3)  If  any  person  seUs  an  article  in  con- 
travention of  any  of  the  preceding 
provisions  of  this  section,  he  shaU, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
be  liable  on  summary  conviction — 

(a)  in  the  case  of  a  first  conviction,  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds ;  and 

(6)  in  the  case  of  a  subsequent  conviction, 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds,  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  three  months,  or  to  both 
such  a  line  and  such  imprisonment. 

(4)  It  shaU  be  a  defence  for  a  person 
charged  with  selling  an  article  in  contraven- 
tion of  a  subsection  (i)  of  this  section  to  prove 
that  the  sale  was  effected  at  a  shop,  and  that 
the  article  consisted  whoUy  either — 

{a)  of  a  substance  produced  by  drying, 
crushing,  or  comminuting  (but  not 
subjecting  to  any  other  process)  a  plant 
or  plants  of  a  single  species  or  any  part 
thereof;  or 

(6)  of  a  natural  mineral  water,  or  an 
artificial  imitation  thereof. 

(5)  It  shaU  also  be  a  defence  for  a  person 
charged  with  selling  an  article  in  contraven- 
tion of  subsection  (i)  of  this  section  to  prove 
that  the  sale  was  effected  at  a  shop,  and  that 
the  article  was  sold  under  a  proprietary 
designation,  and  either — ■ 

(a)  that  the  substance  recommended  as  a 
medicine  which  the  article  consisted  of 
or  comprised  was  not  described  in  any 
of  the  monographs  contained  in  the 
edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or 
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British  Ptiarmaceutical  Codex  which 
was  last  published  before  the  date  of  the 
passing  of  this  Act  or  the  date  on  which 
the  substance  was  first  sold  by  retail 
under  the  proprietary  designation, 
whichever  date  is  the  later ;  or 

(b)  if  the  said  substance  was  described  in 
such  a  monograph,  that  the  article  was 
not  sold  under  a  title  which  included, 
in  addition  to  the  proprietary  designa- 
tion, any  word  or  words  which  constitute 
or  form  part  of  the  description  set  out  at 
the  head  of  that  monograph ;  or 

(c)  if  the  said  substance  was  described  in 
such  a  monograph  and  the  article  was 
sold  under  such  a  title,  that  at  the  date 
of  the  passing  of  this  Act — 

(i)  the  said  substance  was  ordinarily 
being  sold  by  retail  under  that  title ; 
and 

(ii)  not  more  than  ^one  other  sub- 
stance recommended  as  a  medicine, 
being  a  substance  described  in  any 
other  such  monograph,  was  ordinarily 
being  sold  by  retail  under  a  title  which 
included  both  the  same  proprietary 
designation  and  any  word  or  words 
which  constitute  or  form  part  of  the 
description  set  out  at  the  head  of  that 
other  monograph. 

(6)  This  section  shall  come  into  operation 
on  the  second  day  of  September,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-one. 

Defence  to  Charges 

8.  It  shall  be  a  defence  for  a  person  charged 
with  selling,  in  contravention  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  last  two  preceding  sections, 
an  article  consisting  of  or  comprising  a  sub- 
stance recommended  as  a  medicine  to  prove — ■ 

(a)  that  he  did  not  know,  and  had  no  reason 
to  believe,  that  the  article  consisted  of 
or  comprised  such  a  substance ;  or 

{b)  that,  in  relation  to  the  matter  in  respect 
of  which  he  is  charged,  he  acted  in  the 
course  of  his  employment  as  a  servant 
or  agent  of  another  person  on  the 
instructions  of  his  employer  or  of  some 
other  specified  person. 

Repeal  of  Medicine  Duties 

9.  As  from  the  second  day  of  September, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  the  duties  of 
excise  chargeable  under  the  Medicines  Stamp 
Act,  i8o2,  the  Stamp  Act,  1804,  and  the 
Medicines  Stamp  Act,  1812,  and  any  enact- 
ment amending  those  Acts  shall  cease  to  be 
charged,  and  accordingly  the  enactments 
specified  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall,  as 
from  the  said  date,  be  repealed  to  the  extent 
specified  in  the  third  column  of  that  Schedule : 

Provided  that  so  much  of  that  Schedule  as 
relates  to  section  nine  of  the  Stamp  Duties 
Management  Act,  1891  (which  contains  provi- 
sions as  to  allowances  for  spoiled  stamps), 
shall  not  come,  into  operation  until  the  second 
day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-three,  and  the  said  section  shall  have 
effect  in  relation  to  stamps  rendered  useless 
by  the  provisions  of  this  section  as  if  they  had 
been  inadvertently  and  undesignedly  spoiled. 


General 

Interpretations 
10. — (i)  In  this  Act  the  following  expres- 
sions have  the  meanings  hereby  respectively 
assigned  to  them — • 

"advertisement"  includes  any  notice,  cir- 
cular, label,  wrapper  or  other  document, 
and  any  announcement  made  orally  or 
by  any  means  of  producing  or  transmit- 
ting light  or  sound ;

"Poisons  List"  has  the  same  meaning  as  in 
the  principal  Act ; 

"the  principal  Act"  means  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933  ; 

"proprietary  designation,"  in  relation  to 
the  sale  of  an  article  consisting  of  or 
comprising  a  substance  recommended  as 
a  medicine,  means  a  word  or  words  used 
or  proposed  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  articles  consisting  of  or 
comprising  the  substance  for  the  pur- 
pose of  indicating  that  they  are  the 
goods  of  a  particular  person  by  virtue 
of  manufacture,  selection,  certification, 
dealing  with  or  offering  for  sale ;  and 
the  expression  "proprietor,"  in  relation 
to  such  a  designation,  means  the  person 
whose  goods  are  indicated  or  intended 
to  be  indicated  as  aforesaid  by  the 
designation ; 

"registered  dentist"  and  "registered  phar- 
macist" have  the  same  meanings  as  in 
the  principal  Act ; 

"shop"  has  the  same  meaning  as  in  the 
Shops  Act,  1912; 

"Society"  and  "Statutory  Committee" 
have  the  same  meanings  as  in  the 
principal  Act ; 

"substance"  includes  a  preparation; 

"substance  recommended  as  a  medicine," 
in  relation  to  the  sale  of  an  article 
consisting  of  or  comprising  a  substance 
so  recommended,  means  a  substance 
which  is  referred  to — • 

{a)  on  the  article,  or  on  any  wrapper 
or  container  in  which  the  article  is 
sold,  or  on  any  label  affixed  to,  or  in 
any  document  enclosed  in,  the  article 
or  such  a  wrapper  or  container ;  or 

(b)  in  any  placard  or  other  document 
exhibited  at  the  place  where  the- 
article  is  sold ;  or 

(c)  in  any  advertisement  published 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  manufacturer  of  the 
article,  or  the  person  carrying  on  the 
business  in  the  course  of  which  the 
article  was  sold,  or,  in  a  case  where 
the  article  was  sold  under  a  proprietary 
designation,  the  proprietor  of  the 
designation ; 

in  terms  which  are  calculated  to  lead  to 
the  use  of  the  substance  for  the  preven- 
tion or  treatment  of  any  ailment, 
infirmity  or  injury  affecting  the  human 
body,  not  being  terms  which  give  a 
definite  indication  that  the  substance  is 
intended  to  be  used  as,  or  as  part  of,  a 
food  or  drink,  and  not  as,  or  as  part  of, 
a  medicine ; 

"word"  includes  a  letter  and  a  numeral. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act — 
(a)  an  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  sold 
under  a  designation  or  title  if,  but  not 
unless,  the  designation  or  title  is  used 
for  naming  the  article  or  the  substance 
which  it  consists  of  or  comprises — 

(i)  by  any  person  in  connection  with 
the  sale ;  or 


(11)  on  the  article,  or  on  any  wrapper 
or  container  in  which  the  article  is 
sold,  or  on  any  label  affixed  to,  or  in 
any  document  enclosed  in,  the  article 
or  such  a  wrapper  or  container ; 

(6)  a  reference  to  an  edition  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  or  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  published  before  a  cer- 
tain date  shall  be  construed  as  a 
reference  to  that  edition  as  amended 
by  any  addendum  thereto  published 
before  that  date ; 

(c)  a  reference  to  a  description  set  out  at 
the  head  of  any  monograph  contained 
in  an  edition  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia or  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  shall  be  construed  as  including  a 
reference  to  any  synonym  or  abbrevia- 
tion of  that  description,  being  a  synonym 
or  abbreviation  set  out  at  the  head  of 
that  monograph. 


Application  to  Scotland 
H. — This  Act  shall,  in  its  application  to 
Scotland,  have  effect  subject  to  the  following 
modifications : — 

(a)  for  any  reference  to  the  High  Court  there 
shall  be  substituted  a  reference  to  the 
Court  of  Session ; 

(b)  subsection  (4)  of  section  five  shall  be 
omitted. 


Short  Title 

12. — (i)  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941,  and  may 
be  cited  together  with  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Acts,  1852  to  1933  as  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Acts,  1852  to  1941.

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RECENT  RESEARCH 


Rhus  Toxicodendron  Resin. — A  preliminary  qualitative  study 
has  been  made  by  Gisvold  ("Journal  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association,"  1941.  I.  17)  upon  the  effect  of  some  adsorbents, 
precipitants  and  oxidants  upon  the  physiologically  active  phenols 
found  in  the  milky  exudate  obtained  from  Rhus  toxicodendron. 
Calamine  and  aluminium  oxide  were  found  to  be  extremely  poor 
adsorbents ;  magnesium  oxide  was  active  as  an  adsorbent,  but  the 
adsorbate  of  the  ivy  phenol,  when  used  as  such,  was  physiologically 
active  as  a  vesicant.  Lead  acetate  and  basic  lead  acetate  were  the 
best  precipitants  found  ;  the  precipitates  were  also  active.  Oxidants 
such  as  ferric  chloride  and  cupric  acetate  gave  precipitates  which 
were  also  active.  The  only  successful  method  studied  of  rendering 
active  phenols  inactive  involved  oxidation  with  alkaline  peroxide. 

Constant-time  Tank  Developer. — The  rate  at  which  photo- 
graphic development  proceeds  depends  mainly  upon  the  concentra- 
tion of  the  developer.  Heterogeneous  reactions  occur  at  the  inter- 
face, or  boundary  layer  formed  between  the  liquid  and  solid  phases. 
In  reactions  of  this  kind,  the  rate  of  change  of  the  molecules  involved 
is  rapid  at  first,  a  gradually  diminishing  rate  being  evident  as 
reaction  goes  on  towards  completion.  By  systematically  replenishing 
a  tank  developer  as  the  volume  is  reduced  by  evaporation,  and 
removal  by  saturated  films,  it  is  possible  to  maintain  activity  over  a 
long  period,  regardless  of  whether  the  developer  is  used  or  not. 
Willcock  ("British  Journal  of  Photography,"  June  6,  p.  269), 
after  many  experiments  with  M-Q  developers,  finally  decided  upon 
the  following  formula  : —

For  every  degree  above  68°  F.  the  time  is  reduced  by  one  minute. 
For  every  degree  below  68°  F.  the  time  is  increased  by  minutes. 

The  formula  given  is  in  quantities  required  for  the  Ensign  porce- 
lain tank  for  ^-plate  films,  and  replenishment  is  based  on  removal 
of  60  c.c.  of  developer  by  ten  J-plate  films.  In  the  tank  used, 
3,000  c.c.  brings  the  level  of  the  developer  to  J-in.  above  the  film 
grooves.  Fifteen  to  twenty  films  may  be  developed  before  replenisher 
is  added.  The  volume  may  then  be  made  up  to  the  original  level 
after  each  group  of  ten  films  has  been  developed.  Evaporation  is 
negligible  when  using  a  floating  lid  which  prevents  autoxidation. 

Eliminating  Hypo  from  Photographic  Images. — All  known 

procedures  of  washing  present  difficulties  in  removing  the  last 
traces  of  hypo  from  photographic  papers.  The  sulphur  in  the  residual 
hypo  ultimately,  and  especially  under  abnormal  conditions  of 
temperature  and  humidity,  combines  with  the  silver  image  to  form 
yellowish-brown  silver  sulphide.  The  phenomenon  is  known  as 
sulphiding  or  "fading"  of  the  image.  Crabtree,  Eaton,  and  Muehler 
("Journal  of  the  Frankhn  Institute,"  230. VI. 701)  outline  the 
various  factors  that  affect  the  rate  of  fading  of  images  and  the 
washing  out  of  hypo  from  films  and  papers.  They  point  out  that 
the  majority  of  chemical  methods  of  hypo  elimination  proposed 
from  time  to  time  have  not  been  satisfactory  because  they  tend  to 
leave  substances  such  as  thionates  in  the  photographic  material, 
and  these  are  equally  as  difficult  to  wash  out  as  hypo,  while  they 
also  tend  to  sulphide  or  fade  the  silver  image.  The  authors  recom- 
mend a  new  hypo-eliminator,  consisting  of  hydrogen  peroxide  and 
ammonia,  that  oxidises  the  hypo  to  sodium  sulphate,  a  compound 
inert  and  soluble  in  water,  while  any  excess  eliminator  evaporates 
on  drying.  Two  formulas  and  treatments  are  proposed :  (i)  Com- 
plete elimination  of  hypo  for  use  by  advanced  workers  who  demand 
the  highest  standard  of  photographic  quality  in  their  prints;  and 
(2)  almost  complete  elimination  of  hypo  (less  than  o-oi  mgm.  per 
sq.  in.).  The  complete  elimination  treatment  is  advised. 


Papain  as  Gum  Precipitant. — Papain  is  reported  by  E-we 
("  Journal  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,"  1941.  I.  19) 
as  being  a  precipitant  of  certain  gums,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the 
action  may  be  used  as  a  means  of  identifying  and  differentiating 
gums.  Possible  explanations  of  the  property  are  discussed. 

Menthol  in  Oil  of  Peppermint. — Sources  of  discrepancies  in  an 
accepted  method  of  determining  menthol  in  oil  of  peppermint  are 
discussed  by  Brignall  in  "Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry" 
(13.  III.  166)  and  suggestions  are  made  for  a  simplified  procedure  to 
overcome  the  difficulties.  In  the  suggested  method,  i  gm.  of  sample, 
weighed  in  a  tared  acetylation  flask,  is  treated  with  5  mils  of  freshly 
prepared  acetylant  mixture  consisting  of  four  parts  w-butyl  ethei 
and  one  part  acetic  anhydride.  A  control  is  prepared  in  an  identical 
manner,  omitting  the  oil.  The  flasks  are  connected  to  air  condensers 
and  the  contents  boiled  gently  for  one  hour  on  a  sand  bath.  Twentj 
mils  of  hot  distilled  water  are  then  added  through  the  condensers, 
and  the  contents  are  boiled  vigorously  for  an  additional  thirtj 
minutes  to  convert  the  excess  anhydride  into  acetic  acid.  After  the 
contents  have  cooled  to  room  temperature,  20  mils  of  cold  distillec 
water  are  added  as  before.  At  this  stage,  the  acid  strength  of  thf 
control  is  approximately  0.5  N.  Eight  or  ten  drops  of  phenolphtha 
lein  test  solution  (i  gm.  phenolphthalein  in  100  mils  alcohol)  an 
added  and  the  excess  acid  is  neutralised  with  0.5  N  alcohoh( 
potassium-hydroxide  solution.  The  control  is  titrated  to  the  ful 
red  colour  of  the  indicator  and  the  oil  sample  matched  with  thi 
control.  The  difference  in  the  amount  of  potassium  hydroxide 
indicates  the  percentage  of  free  alcohols  present  in  the  origina 
sample.  Calculation  of  the  results  is  made  by  the  following  formula

If  the  sample  to  be  analysed  is  not  anhydrous,  it  should  be  dried 
allowance  should  be  made  for  the  acid  value  of  oils  containing  fre 
acids. 

Preparing  Ung.  Hyd.  Nit.  Forte. — Experiments  to  determin 
conditions  under  which  a  satisfactory  sample  of  unguentum  hydrai 
gyri  nitratis  forte,  B.P.,  can  invariably  be  made  are  described  b; 
Wright  in  the  "Australasian  Journal  of  Pharmacy"  (March  3 
p.  143).  A  modification  of  Squire's  method  gave  consistently  sati; 
factory  results  and  the  samples  were  of  the  same  order  of  acidity  a 
the  B.P.  preparation.  The  method  was  : — 

Dissolve  the  mercury  in  the  nitric  acid,  maintaining  the  temperatm 
below  30°  C.  by  cooling  in  iced  water  if  necessary.  Heat  the  lard 
olive  oil  to  88°  C.  in  a  wide  evaporating-basin  on  a  water  bath,  ^emo^ 
from  the  bath,  and  add  immediately  and  all  at  once  the  acid  solution.  St 
gently  for  two  or  three  minutes,  during  which  time  the  temperature  shou 
remain  between  83°  and  90°  C.  Replace  on  water  bath  and  heat  for  te 
minutes,  stirring  occasionally.  Finally  stir  the  product  with  a  pestle,  coolh 
the  basin  by  immersing  in  iced  water. 

Of  several  samples  prepared  by  the  method  described,  some  we: 
exposed  to  light  in  an  open  jar  of  clear  glass,  whilst  others  we: 
kept  in  a  dark  cupboard.  The  room  temperature  range  during  tl 
period  was  from  16°  C.  to  28°  C.  Samples  exposed  to  light  assume 
a  greyish  green  colour  after  keeping  for  one  month,  and  globuli 
of  mercury  were  deposited  from  a  solution  of  the  ointment  in  petn 
leum  ether.  Those  kept  in  the  dark  changed  little  in  colour 
consistency  over  a  period  of  six  months,  and  only  a  trace  of  metall 
mercury  could  be  detected. 

Germicidal  Paints. — Apart  from  chlorphenols  and  oxyquin 
line  sulphate,  which  offer  some  promise,  antiseptics  added  in  pra 
ticable  amounts  to  decorators'  paints  have  met  with  little  succe: 
Epstein  and  Snell  ("Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry,"  3 
III,  398)  have  made  an  experimental  study  of  the  subject.  Accor 
ing  to  these  writers,  halogenated  vehicles,  such  as  one  containii 
4  per  cent,  chlorine,  added  to  linseed  oil  give  best  results,  but  a 
not  antiseptic  or  germicidal  under  all  practical  conditions 
use.  Tests  were  carried  out  against  the  F.  D.  A.  strain 
Staphylococcus  aureus.  In  six  experiments  the  halogenated  pai 
effected  reductions  in  the  number  of  organisms  of  85-2,  99-8  ai 
100  per  cent,  after  two,  six  and  eight  hours,  after  air  drying 
108  to  148  days.  The  maximum  reductions  observed  with  any 
five  control  paints  after  the  same  periods  of  time  were  2"8'0,  5 
and  67-6  per  cent.
